CMmcado was visited by a section of that 
sort of weather which played such havoc 
with the telegraph-wires of New York and 
other Eastern cities some days ago. The 
Chicago article was of a milder type, how- 
ever, and, though the wires were some- 
what damaged here, and the trees 
stripped of some of their branches, 
and the policemen and firemen put 
to considerable trouble and annoyance, 
Chicago may congratulate itself on getting 
off so cheaply. Some pedestrians were ac- 
commodated to seats which they neither 
kept nor returned thanks for in the proper 
manner. ‘There were few accidents, and 
none of a serious nature. Communication 
with the rest ofthe world was only inter- 
rupted for a short time, and, on the whole, 
we may be thankful that matters were not 
worse, 


Lorp RANDOLPH Cuurcuiiti, the leader 
of the Fourth party (the Young Tories), 
gave hotice in the House of Commons yes- 
terday that he will move an amendment to 
the Lrish Coercion bill providing that it be- 
come inoperative at the end of six months 
after its passage. Of course this is an elec- 
tioneering dodge. The young “ feather- 
head” knows that the amendment will not 
be adopted; but then be thinks it will please 
the Irish. Labouchere gave notice of an 
amendment the effect of which is that evic- 
tions for failure to pay excessive rents should 
be suspended during the operation of the bill. 


Tnouas TURNER introduced a joint reso- 
Intion in the House yesterday which sets 
forth that Congress has no power under the 
Constitution to impose a tariff except for the 
purpose of raising revenue, and that to im- 
pose a tax for any other purpose is not only 
unconstitutional but unnecessary and bur- 
densome; and further, that a protective tariff 
is in the interest of a class and an imposi- 
tion on the majoritf of the people. The res- 
olution goes on to say that only luxuries 


should be taxed for revenue purposes, and | 
that all the necessaries of life should be free | 


from taxation. 


Tue English newspapers affect to believe 
that the condition of Ireland is improving, 
and that some of the tenants who have hith- 
erto held out are now coming in and paying 
their rents, This was to be expected, as the 
spring Assizes, when ejectment decrees are 
plentifully obtained, are near at hand. 
Government professes to have information as 
to the goings on of the Fenians, but, if this 
is so, it is queer that it does not cause the ar- 
rest of the leaders, and thus relieve the En- 
glish people from the state of excitement and 
agitation into which they have been thrown 
by the alarm of the Government and the 
stories about Fenian plots. 


Tus New York Sixty-ninth Regiment is 
again in trouble. A stand of colors was 
voted to it at a Catholic church fair some 
time g The officers proposed to receive 
the colors at its armory, to make the pres- 
entation ceremonies worth seeing, and to 
charge an admission fee from the general 
public, the sum realized to be given to the 
church which presented the colors. The 
Adjutant-General decided that this should 
not be, and that moneys paid for ad- 
mission to the armory could only be used for 
regimental purposes. The Sixty-ninth now 
proposes to have its reception in a public 
garden, and to do what it pleases with the 
proceeds. 


Tue House refused to suspend the rules 
for the consideration of the Riverand Harbor 
bill yesterday by a vote of 160 yeas to 86 
nays,—not the necessary two-thirds. Mr. 
Cox very properly stated the objection of the 
minority when he said that it was an out- 
rage to ask Congress to vote away $11,000,000 
of the public money at the rate of $65,000 per 
second, as would have been done if the rules 
had been suspended. 


Tur St. Louis steamboat-men are actively 
engaged in blasting up the ice in the Mis- 
sissippi River, below the big bridge, in 
preparation for the freshets which are ex- 
pected in a day or two in consequence of the 
February thaw. ‘They expect to have about 
twenty-three miles of river clear by to-mor- 
row evening, and there will not be near as 
much damage, if any at all, as in previous 
years, 


Tue steamer Bohemian. Capt. Grundy, 
which left Boston Jan. 27 for Liverpool, was 
wrecked on the Irish coast Sunday night. 
Thirty-two persons were drowned. Twen- 
ty-one of the crew, inoluding the Second Offi- 
cer, have been saved. One member of the 
crew succeeded in getting on a rock off the 
coast, and all efforts to get him off had failed 
at last accounts. The vessel is an entire 
loss. 


At the opening of the Supreme Court at 
Wilmington, Del., yesterday, Chief-Justice

THE DAY’S WORK.

WASHINGTON,D. C., Feb. 7.—The proceed- 
ings of the House were opened by an at- 
tempt of Gillette, one of the Iowa Green- 
backers, to make some political capital for 
himself by introducing a resolution express- 
ing the sympathy of the House for Ireland, 
and the resolution, which means little and 
can accomplish nothing, was referred.

WRESTLING. 


A Lively Bont Between Hepresent- 
atives of Detroit and Clevciand—The 
Cleveland Man Victorious.

THE CONSOLIDATION. 
ECKERT. ~

New York, Feb. 7.—Gen. Thomas T. 
Eckert, formerly President of the American 
Union Telegraph Company, this morning as- 
sumed the duties of his new office as Gener- 
al Manager of the consolidated companies. 
Rooms are being fitted up for his headquar- 
ters in the Western Union Building, and he 
will take possession of them within a few 
days. The work of reorganizing the consol- 
idated companies will be proceeded with as 
rapidly as possible under the circumstances, 
but about a month’s time will be required'in 
which to arrange all of the details. The 
number of employés at the main 
offices in this city will not be 
materially reduced, as there will be about 
the same amount of business to be transacted 
under the consolidation as there was when 
the three companies were working inde- 
pendently of each other. A large number of 
operators, however, will be thrown out of 
employment by the closing of duplicate of- 
fices 

THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. 
All matters pertaining to the reorganization 
of the working force and the rearrangement 
of the offices devolve upon Gen. Eckert, to 
whom they have been confided by the Board 
of Directors. Although the stockholders of 
the Western Union and of the Atlantic & 
Pacific companies formally ratified the 
consolidation on Saturday last, there still 
remained another act in the drama, and that 
was the balloting of the American Union 
stockholders. The holders of American 
Union shares met to-day to ratify the con- 
tract. The meeting wasa formal affair, as 
the written conseut of the holders of four- 
fifths of the shares to the consolidation had 
already been obtained. 
MR. RUFUS HATCH, 
however, was on hand with a vigorous pro- 
test. He said that he objected to the amal- 
gamation of the companies “on the ground 
that the same was illegal and against the in- 
terests of many ot the stockholders,” him- 
selfamongst the number. Mr. Hatch also 
repeated the threat which he made at the 
Western Union meeting on Saturday, to the 
effect that the parties who voted for and 
brought about the consolidation would be

A RUMOR. 

The rumor that Mr. William H. Vanderbilt 
had resigned from the Western Union Di- 
rectory was again current /to-day, but was 
denied by every one in authority.

I 
still retain my position as a member of the 
Board of Directors, though.“ 

Is it true, as reported, that a meeting 
was held at your house on Satur- 
day night last between yourself, Mr.

THE SITUATION IN GERMANY AS DESCRIBED 
BY HERR FRITZSCHE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuns. 

NEW York, Feb, 7.—The German Lloyd 
steamer Rhein brought over two prominént 
Socialists,—F. W. Fritzsche, the Deputy in 
the Reichstag, from Dresden, and L. Viereck.

The following year he went to Dres- 
den, where he took part in the revolution of 
1840. He was captured and imprisoned for 
two years, and after his release he returned 
to his work at cigar-making, and organized 
the Tobacco Workers’ Union, He has 
been returned to the Reichstag three 
times.

BURIED ALIVE. 


John Wilson Imprisoned Without a 
Breath of Air for Forty-nine Hours 
~Morrible Experience of His Rescu« 


ers. 

- Leadvilie (vow.) Herald. 
The Herald readers will remember the de- 
tails of an appalling disaster that were given 
in the Sunday morning issue, in which it was 
stated that John Wiison had mourned out 
the death-rattle under the snowy sepulchre 
at the bottom of the Alice Logan Mine, near 
Chalk Ranch, Later developments contra- 
dict the report of his death, but leave him 
upon a subtle and weak thread of existence 
that may possibly snap in twain even by the 
gentlest breeze of his surroundings. 
There is an event in Wilson’s career 
that will render it immortal, even from 
its horror.- No one whose destiny has not 
ingulfed him in a similar position and calam- 
ity can realize the terror of being imprisoned 


in a mine, with the sounding winds above 
moaning out a, dirge over the grave of one 
alive, but to all minds and the world dead. 
it will be remembered that John Wilson was 
hier up by common conclusion of his 
riends as having sustained death in the re- 
cent snowslide near Chalk Ranch. On Fri- 
day night last, about 1) o’clock, W. C. Chap- 
man, who was Wilson’s associate at the 
mine, arrived in this city, and, going to the 
Citizens’ Mining Investment Company’s 
room in the Merchants’ Building, notified the 
friends of Wilson of the occurrence of the 
morning. In a moment they started to their 
feet, , inspired by the recollection of their 
old friend, they determined to confront the 
opposition of night and howling weather and 
ne online a J 
cco ly Messrs. J. W. Virgin, a teus- 
tee of the Citizens’ Minine Investment = 
pany, Charles Crews, Charles Downing, and 

r. Caldwell mounted their horses, and were 
soon pushing their way through the storm 
along the Arkansas Valley to where their 
friend was entombed. They moved on with 
as/good progress as the snow would admit, 
and finally abandoned the wagon road for the 
railroad trackg where they proceeded for 
some distance fntil they were interrupted by 
a long trestle work, a short distance this side 
of Chalk Ranch. Here they were compelled 
to return to the wagon road, which was sonie 
distance away, and leaving the track started 
through the snow that was above their 
waists. The wind was blowing a perfect 
gale, while the snow was falling thick and 
fast. They could see a light from the ranch 
and pushed on. Finally they arrived at a 
portion of the road where snow had drifted 
so as to render it almost impossible to pro- 
ceed any further. Tired out and weary, they 
started to tramp down the snow, so as to 
make a path for their horses. Sometime 
was spent in this, and they at last arrived at 
Chalk Ranch, where they went into the house 
and thawed out their benumbed limbs. 

Stimulated, they resumed their march to 
what they supposed was Wilson’s grave, and 
encountered the most discouraging difficul- 
ties. The snow had formed a most perfect 
stronghold against human invasions, and 
see to leap higher and higher at each 
step, upon the bodies of the men. They were 
instructed to take it slow and easy, and by 
this method much more would be accom- 
plished. The horses would sink down now 
almost to their backs, and, plunging this way 
and that, were soon in foam. ‘The men moved 
on, thoroughly fatigued and almost frozen, 
until they reached a little cabin that had for- 
merly been 8 as a saloon and road 
lunch house. y this time the men began to 
— Sleepy. and the evidences of freezing 

gan to assert themselves. Several times 
—— Virgin and Downing had laid down, 
ike resignation, beside the grave and closed 
their eyes in perfect and pleasant submission 
to the cold fingers that were rapidly closing 
themselves around their victims. The two 
other companions witnessed the awful omi- 
nous evidence of death, and, going to the 
men, began to kick and beat them until, 
opening their eyes, they struggled to their 
feet, and walked on, apparently unconscious, 
or, at least, indifferent to their course. 
Reaching the cabin above referred to, 2 
and Downing again surrendered and fell 
prostrate upon the snow, utterly refusing to 
advance another step. 

A short distance up the declivity of the 
mountain was the cabin, to which Crews and 
Caldwell coneluded to reach, and building a 
fire return for Virgin and Downing. First, 
however, they built a fire beneath a massive 
bowlder that was near the road, and, support- 
ing the sleep men to it, the men started 
toward the cabin. They thovedon with much 
difficulty and made very little progress 
through the obstinate element that seemed 
to exert itself in delaying the men. At last, 
after a terrible struggle, the men attained 
aspot within thirty feet of the cabin. Here 
Crews, who had proceeded with such forti- 
tude, yielded, and, sinking down upon the 
snow, was in a moment unconscious of the 
fact that death had conquered and soon he 
would be a subject of another sphere. Cald- 
well was now the only one left, and upon him 
hung the destiny of the three men who had 
laid down to die. He pushed on through 
the snow, at times almost consenting to the 
drooping lethargy, and again summoning his 
strength and animation. After some time he 
reached the cabin, and, pushing the door open 
was soon bent over the stove starting tne fire.

canned goods, and seizing acan of pork and 
beans he rushed from the cabin and ran to 
Virgin and Downing. After kicking, turn- 
ing, and beating, the men were aroused and 
started like a hungry wolf upon the sentinel, 
for thé pork and beans. Indeed it was a “ go 
as you please between the two men as to 
who should devour the most. After this, 
strength began to return slowly, and startiz 
again they reached the cabin, where they fe! 
thoroughly exhausted upon the biankets. In 
the meantime, Crews had been taken in and 
was sleeping soundly. No one knew any- 
thing until the following Sunday morning, 
when the men awoke and remembered their 


errand. 

Eating a hasty breakfast, they started for 
the mine and proceeded to digging for Wil- 
son. They worked vigorously until about 
10 o’clock, when they saw Wilson in an up- 
right position, the pick above his head and 
held by his left hand. Everybody was sur- 
prised to find the man alive, and the palpita- 
tions of his heart were scarcely perceptible. 
His face was terribly discolored, and his chin 
fell forward on his breast. His extremities 
were as cold as ice, and perfectly void of any 
sense whatever. The abode of the remaining 
spark of life was the breast, and even his 
head was benumbed and senseless. The 
arms were rigid and stiffened, as were the 
limds, and there was little hope. WiIlson's 
eyes were fixed, and there was every evidence 
that death had taken possession of the man. 
They elevated him to the surface, and, wrap- 
ping the semi-corpse in a blanket, started for 
the cabin. His teeth, which were set in the 
cold embrance of death, were pried

JOINT RESOLUTION, 
which was laid over under the rules: 

Resolved, by the Senate or the State of Illinois, 
the House of Representatives concurring bere- 
in, That there shall be submitted to the electors 
of this State for their adoption or rejection, at 
the next election for members of the General 
Assembly, the proposition to amend Secs. 7 and 
8. of Art. 4,of the Constitution of this State, so 
as to read as follows: 

Secs. 7 and 8. The House of Representatives 
shall consist of three times the number of mem- 
bers of the Senate, and the term of office shall 
be two years. Three Representatives shall be 
elec in each Senatorial Districtat the general 
elec in the year 1882 and every two years 
thereafter. In ali elections of Representatives 
aforesaid, each qualified voter shall only be per- 
mitted to vote for two candidates for HKepre- 
sentatives to be elected, casting one vote for 
each, and the candidates highest in votes shall 
be declared elected. 

NEW BILIAG, 

Senator Shaw introduced a bill providing 
that clerks of courts on going out of office 
shallturn over to their successors all the 
books, papers, records, moneys, etc., on 
hand, and giving Courts the power to use 
compulsory process to enforce the provision. 

Senator Rice introduced a bill amending 
the Fee and Salary law of the State. 

Senator Sunderland introduced a reform- 
atory bill to provide for the 

REGISTRATION OF BONDS, 
mortgages, deeds of trust, notes, contracts, 
and other obligations held as evidences of 
moneys and credits, for the purposes of as- 
sessment and taxation. The bill provides 
that every person owning, holding, or pos- 
sessing, or having custody or control of such 
obligations, shall register the same for pur- 
poses of assessment, County Clerks are to 

repare a record of all instruments 

r evidences of all such moneys and 
credits, showing the name of the 
maker or makers, name of payee 
or payees, the amount orsums due or owing, 
date of the instruments, and of the cancella- 
tion or payment of same. Every person 
owning any such instruments or evidences 
of moneys or credits shall, within ten days 
after obtaining the same, and before parting 
with the same to other persons, cause them 
to be registered by the Clerk of the county 
im which the maker or makers may reside, 
Makers of such instruments are to examine 
such records within ten days from the date 
of execution and delivery of the instruments 
and ascertain if the same have been properly 
registered. When such instruments have 
not been so registered, makers are to notify 
payees of the fact, either in person or in 
writing, proof to be by affidayit or other- 
wise. u case payees do not, within 
ten days after such notice, cause such 
instruments to be properly registered as pre- 
seribed, it shall be discretionary with the 
maker or makers to pay the same or not. In 
case they should elect not to pay. no process 
or procedure for collection shall be lawful. 

Assessors, in making assessments on per- 
sonal property, are authorized to examine 
this record for the purpose of ascertaining 
who may have the evidences of money and 
credits with which they may be assessed. 

SORGHUM. 

Senator Wright introduced a bill appropri- 
ating $4,000 to defray the expenses of experi- 
menting with sorghum, so as to ascertain the 
best means of preparing the product for the 
market, etc.

AN OLD FAMILIAR FRIEND.

after which report shall state; 

First—The name and locality of the person, 
company, or corporation. 

Second—The number of miles of telegraph 
operated by said person, company, or corpora- 
tion in this State, and the location of its lines 
therein. 

Third—The amount of gross receipts from all 
sources of their business, received within the 
State, for the year ending the list day of Decem- 

receding such report. This report shall be 
the oath of the proper person or o- 
ts truth. 

Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful, after the 10th 
day of January, 168, for auy person, company, 
or corporation to transact the business of tele- 
graph or sending messages by telegraph for 
a compensation without first making the report 
as herein required and procuring from the 
Auditor a certificate of authority or license; 
aud it shall be a condition precedent to the issu- 
ing or the renewal of the annual certificate 
or license by the Auditor, that the person 
company or corporation making the statement 
shall pay into the State Treasury a specific tax 
of 2 per cent on the gross amount received by 
said person, co ny, or corporation within 
this State, for the year included in the report 
provided for in Sec.1 of this act, which said 
specific tax may be recovered in any court of 
competent jurisdiction at the suit of this State. 
It shall be the duty of the State Treasurer to 
give bis receipt in duplicate for all moneys paid 
into the State Treasury under the provisions of 
this act; and the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
on the presentatioa of such receipt from the 
Treasurer, shall issue as many copies of the 
annual certificate, or license, as may be desired 
by said at me mat not exceeding one for each 
agent or place o business in this State. 

Seo. 3. Any person, company, or corporation 
violating the provisions of this act, shall, upon 
conviction thereof in any courtof competent 
jurisdiction, be fined in any sum not less than 
$10 nor more than $100 for each and every act, 
at the discretion of the Court. Violations of the 
provisions of this act may be prosecuted iu the 
name of the people of the State of lilinois, and 
it shall be the duty of the State’s Attorney in 
each county in this State to prosecute for any 
violations of the provisions of this act. Such 
prosecutions may be carried on either by in- 
dictment, information filed by the State's At- 
torney, or by an action of debt for the penalties 
incurred. 

Sec. 4. Any telegraph corporation, company, 
or individual complying with the requirements 
of this act, and receiving the certificate or 
iicense from the Auditor, as provided in this act, 
shall be permitted to do business in any part of 
this State. 

SINKING FUNDS, 

The following bill of Senator Needles was 
also ordered to a third reading:

I pointed out the 
lending falsifications. With regard to Sir Leon- 
ard’s comments I say nothing further than that 
he expressed the warmest acknowledgments, 
and deciared with much seeming emotion that 
he would never forget the service I had done 
him in pointing out this work, or words to that 
effect. Leaving Sir Leonard, I went to Venning, 
the fishery officer for New Brunswick. The gen- 
tleman, when de understood the transforma- 
tions in the table, cried out with great vehe- 
mence, *Cooked, by God!’ I held his written 
I that I pointed out the frauds 
to him.”

On the 30th of September, 1878, I addressed 
my letter, No. : a copy of which 
has already deen forwarded to your 
Excellency and to the RKt.-Hon. Earl 
of Dufferin, K. C. B., in Wis Lordship’s capacity 
as one of her Majesty's most Honorable Privy 
Council. On the 2Zist of November, 1878, when 
on board tne steamer Peruvian, I asked Sir 
Leonard Tilley whether he thought that 
Sir A. Galt was aware of the frauds. 
He said be didn’t know. On the 23d I wrote to 
Sir A. Galt my letter No. 4, informimg him that 
there was no escape from the proofs. He gave 
me a verbal answer. On the 25th we landed 
at Liverpool. Sir Leonard Tilley and Sir 
Alex Galt, walking side by side, brushed 
past me on the landing-stage, taking no more 
notice of me than they would ofa copy of the 
secret appendix memorandum concerning the 
twenty-first article of the Treaty of Washing- 
ton, which had served its purpose and was 
as nothing to them now.

In the bagnios and dance-houses are many 
lewd women, who sell cider for champagne, 
and dance with cowboys and ranchmen. The 
streets are dusty, no rain having fallen here 
for three months. 
THE OKLAHOMAITES. 

The Oklahomaites are not representative 
Kansas men. They are tramps on horseback. 
Many of them are too lazy and shiftless even 
to tramp on foot. They don’t want to settle 
in the Indian Nation, or anywhere else 
They all forgot to settle before they left 
home. The only piece of ground they will 
ever finally settle on will be a graveyard. 
Admit them into the Nation to-morrow, and 
they would tramp right on through it and 
come out in Texas. Some of these men have 
been tramping for years. They commenced 
tramping when they left Tennessee in a 
mule-wagon fifteen. years ago. They are 
looking for a farm-country where they can 
raise big crops without work. Illinois was 
too high-priced for them. Kansas—well, the 
people work too hard here. They are white 
Indians. If the Government would only 
feed them as it does the indians, they would 
be in the seventh heaven. They would give 
up everything to settle neara free Quarter- 
master’s department. 

When I asked an Oklahomaite if he really 
wanted to farm it down in the Nation, he 
said: 

No; but it ’pears zif a white man oughter 
go anywheres he wants to. Ef 1 war down 
thar, I'd stake out a farm, and bine by some 
feller d come long and buy my claim, and 
then I'd move on ag’in.”’ 

Have you ever taken up a farm in the 
West?” I asked. . 

“Lordamighty, man! yes. Why, I 
pre’mpted a farm in Kansas twenty years 
ago, and sold out to old man Jones, of To- 


hit out. Then ’nuther round Hayes City. 1 
allows, if 1 gets down into the Nation, that 
I' commence on the border and pre’mpt and 
sell out four farms fore 1 get to Texas. I 
allers allows to keep jes’ ahead of the emi- 
grants, and sell out to them when they comes 
up. 

KANSAS OPPOSES OPENING THE NATION. 

The people of Kansas are opposed to hav- 
ing the Nation thrown open for settlement. 
The good Government land in Kansas is 
now about all taken up, and their land is ad- 
vancing in price. Throw the Nation into the 
land-market, and Kansas lands would not ad- 
vance in price till the last acre in the Nation 
were picked up. 

KANSAS PEOPLE. 

There is probably no people on earth su- 
„ to the settlers in Southeastern Kansas. 

he people about Ottawa, Wellington, Win- 
field, and Harper are the best people from 
New ag nog They are plucky, too; for, 
though they have had two dry seasons, they 
lose no courage or faith. They believe in 
Kansas. 

WESTERN KANSAS. 

The hard times in Kansas have been, are, 

and will be in the western portions of the 
State. Thousands of settlers have foolishly 
gone away west of the 100th meridian. 
They have gone beyond the rain-belt. I have 
said for years that it is foolish forany farmer 
to go west of Ellis, on the Kansas Pacific; 
Dodge City, on the Santa Fé; and North 
Platte, on the Union Pacific. Aud still 
every year thousands of farmers will go 
out beyond these points; and, because 
the land looks rich, they will preémpt a farm, 
perhaps get one good crop, and then get 
caught in the drought tor four years in sue- 
cession. During the last season even the 
wints I mention—Ellis, North Platte, and 
lodge City—had only half crops. In Eastern 
Kansas, up to the meridian of Topeka, fair 
crops have been raised. ‘The whole State 
feels much better than it did last year. 
Money is plentier, hope is more goer fp and 
a zood crop the coming season will make a 
boom for Kansas. Her people are the best, 
the most cultured, the bravest, of any class 
of people in the universe. 

The winter-wheat crop isin good condition, 
both in Missouri and Kansas now. It has not 
been damaged. 

DOWN ON GOULD. 


The people of Kansas are all down on Jay 
Gould. The Kansas Cay people are downon 
Gould because he runs freight ground their 
city. They say “He is swindling the pool.” 
When I asked a prominent railroad-man how 
Gould was swindling the pool, he said: 

“Why, there is a solemn contract that all 
freiguts west of the Missouri shall be divided 
out in equal quantities to the railroads run- 
ning east from Kansas City. That is, it is 
agreed that the Aiton shali have its share, 
the Missouri Pacific its share, the Rock Island 


& Northern its share. What does Gould do? 
Why, he runs his Union Pacific down from 
Cheyenne to Denver, over the Kansas Pacific 
to Junction City, where it goes over the old 
M., K. & T. % Holden, Mo., and does not go 
into Kansas City at all. He runs it right 
around south of Kansas City, over the. M., K. 
& T. branch road to Holden, Mo., on his own 
Missouri Pacifie Road. So his own road, the 
Missouri Pacific, — the lion’s share of all 
the trans-Missouri freight, and also its legal 
share in the ifrom Kansas City. Gould,“ 
continued railrod man, “is killing Kan- 
sas City, and hurting all the roads out of it.” 

The time is not far off when there will be a 
great freight-war in Kansas City. It will be 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy, Rock land, and 
Alton against Gould, with Kansas City on 
the side of the Chicago roads. 

ANTHRACITE COAL IN THE WEST. 

Mr. Reid Northrop, the Superintendent of 
the Union Pacific coal interests, shows me 
specimens of splendid anthracite coal re- 
cently discovered on the north fork of the 
Gunnison River, in Colorado, only forty miles 
from the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad. 
The vein is eight feet thick, and there is forty 
miles square of solid anthracite coal. I in- 
close a piece of this hard coal in this letter. 
You will see that it is as — as the best 
Lehigh Valiey coal. A Chicago editor can- 
not look ata piece chipped off of 25,000 square 
miles of Western anthracite without — 
Kansas le are paying 815 for hard coa 
now. Mr. Northrop, who is a nephew of Jay 
Gould, says this Colorado anthracite can be 
supplied to Kansas points, within two years, 
at $6 per ton.

THE WESTERN SUFFERERS. 

For awhile supplies sent to the suff in 
the western counties were carried ; but 
even that is refused now, and the benevolent 
must not only give away provisions but pay 
transportation also. Many will even do this, 
for there are generous hearts here, as well as 
full granaries. Eastern Kansas has responded 
nobly to the- calls for aid. Vast quantities 
of supplies—food, clothing, and even money 
—have been sent westward; and still the 
good work on. There appears to be a 
general feeling that Kansas can and will 


support her own poor. A certain pride in 
State may have 


the resources of our youn 

something to da with it. However that may 
be, it is a good thing for the poor settlers. 
There is a tacit understanding that no aid shall 
be solicited outside of the State: still, West- 
ern Missouri has come forward of her own 
accord with generous contributions. One can- 
not help thinking of a time when Missouri 
sent over shotguns and bowie-knives. Now 
she sends bread. 

It is surprising, but none the less a fact, 

some peop:e in the East have an idea 
that all Kansas is on short rations. One of 
our neighbors has a brother living in Wash- 
ington, who has heard that there is suffer- 
ing in Kansas. He wrote to her recently, 
inviting her to take all the chilaren and come 
and spend the winter with him, where there 
was plenty to eat. She replied that they 
could not very well leave just then, as the 
had several thousand bushels of corn, which 
must be taken care of. 

THE LATE POLAR WAVES 
did not spare Kansas by any means. The 
oldest inhabitants scarcely remember so len 
a siege of cold. On Wednesday, the 29th o 
December, the mercury was reported at 21 and 
2 degrees below zero. Cellars were frozen 
and havoc made with house-plants. There 
Was quite tall otsnow; and, when the wea- 
ther moderated, the turnout of sleighs wasa 
rare show. Sleighing is rather uncommon, 
but, when if does come, everybody must have 
something with runners to or die. 
There are a few sleighs, but 
they are very doubtful property, which 
pay. So they are 
oftener improvised, — in a great . 
lest the snow should go off. A couple of 
planks rounded olf at the forward ends, 
joined by crosspieces, and surmounted by a 
dry-goods box,—a sort of magnified hand- 
sled.—is quite a respectable sleigh in Kan- 
sas. It all the different kinds 1 have seen 
pass our doors could be gathered together, 
they would make quite a curiosity-shop. 
FUEL. 

Cold weather ought to have few terrors 
for the Kansan. He is sure that it will not 
last long, and the whole country is under- 
Inid with fuel. Mines have been opened at 
many points, and will at many others. 
Soft coal may be bought at the mines for 
125 cents per bushel. It is rather uneven as 
to quality,—some of it being ring mares Sa 
some of it poor,—but the quantity is unlimit- 
ed. Of hard coal there is none, though a 
rumor is afloat that it has been discovered in 
Colorado, All the streams here are fringed 
with timber, and wood is plenty and cheap,— 
at least for a prairie country. 

A GREAT MISTAKE 


was made by the first settlers of this region, 
and they see it now. Coming mostly from 
Eastern States, where the most fertile tracts 
were the flats near rivers and creeks, they 
concluded it must be so here. So ey wees 
on the bottom-land, and each one gobbled 
much of it as he ssibly could. The high 
prairies were used as common ranges for 
stock, and they fondly hoped. they might re- 
main publie property for all time. There is 
said to have been a debate in a schoolhouse 
near here, some nineteen years ago, in 
which the possibility of bringing the 
high rolling prairies under  cultiva- 
tion was gravely discussed,—the majority 
taking the position that they were useless ex- 
cept for pasture. But time wore on; new 
settlers came in, and took up the highlands; 
the country became less and less subject to 
drought; and it was demonstrated that these 
high rolling prairies were possible Gardens 
of Eden,—with soil inexhaustibly fertile, 
with healthful and invigorating air, and 
mostly free from the miasmas and mosqui- 
toes that haunt. the bottoms. They are less 
liable to frosts,—hence better for truit-grow- 
ing. They bear drought nearly as well, and 
excessive wet mueh better. 
PRICES OF LAND. 


A suecession of good crops has raised the 
price of land all through this region. New 
quarter-sections, quite a distance from any 
village or railroad-stat'on, have been sold 
lately for $2,000; and improved farms are 
held all the way from $20 to 350 per acre.

time. All the penalties of the bill are sweep- 
ingly severe, and, if it ean be carried out, 
will give the English people elections as 
honest as they can be made in this dishonest 
world. 


THE ILLINOIS STATE APPORTIONMENT. 
The Constitution of Illinois provides for a 
division of the State into 51 Senatorial dis- 
tricts. The terms of the provision read as 


follows: 


The General Assembly shall apportion the 


State every ten years, inning with the. year 
1871, by dividing the population of the State, as 
ascertained by the Federal census, by the num- 
ber 51, and the quotient shall be the ratio of rep- 
resentation in the Senate. The State siiall be 
divided into 51 Senatorial districts, each of which 
shall elect one Senator, wbase term of oltice 
Shall be four years. The Senators elected in the 
year ot Our Lord 1872, in districts bearing odd 
numbers, shall vacate their offices at the end of 
two years, and those elected in districts beari 
even numbers at the endof tour years; an 
vacancies occurrmg by the expiration of term 
shall be filled by the election of Senators for the 


83 districts shall be formed of contig- 
— and compact territory, bounded by county 
and contain as nearly as practicable au 
— number of inhabitants, but no district 
shall contain less than four-fifths of a Senato- 
rial ratio. Counties containing not less than the 
ratio and three-fourths may be divided into 
rate districts, and shall be entitied to two 
Sebators, and to one additional Senator for 
number of inhabitants equal to the ratio 
contained by such vounties in excess of twice 
the number of said ratio. 

There seems to be some doubtor confu- 
sion at Springfield as to how thjp apportion- 
ment can be made without ousting some of 
the Senators elected in 1880 for four years; 
the difficulty seems to some members to be 
so formidable that nothing less than the 
election of an entirely new Senate in 1882 
alfords any solution of the trouble. Fortu- 
nately, this is not a new question. It has 
been met and satisfactorily solved in this 
State at every legislative apportionment of 
the State since 1818, and in every State of 
the Union at each reapportionment follow- 
ing its admission. 

The work for the Legislature to do Is plain- 
ly marked out by the Constitetion. 

1. The total population being ascertained, 
and divided by 51, the ratio of Senatorial 
population will be found. 

2. Every county having four-fifths of a 
ratio shall be declared a district by itself. 
Counties having more than one ratio shall be 
divided into as many separate districts as 
they may have ratios. 

3. These districts having been defined, the 
remaining districts must then be made up 
from the rewaining counties in the manner 
prescribed by the Constitution. Thus, Cook 
County will be entitled to ten Senators: and 
St. Clair, Madison, McLean, Peoria, Adams, 
Sangamon, and Wil! Counties will have one 
Senator each. 

This disposes of one-third of all the dis- 
tricts. 

The difficulty which is supposed to exist in 
this case is that it is possible that, in creat- 
ing new Senatorial districts, portions of a 
present district in which a Senator holds 
over may be included in a district in which a 
Senator will be elected in 1882, and thus have 
two Senators residing in the same district at 
the same time. Having created the fifty-one 
Senatorial districts, the powers and functions 
of the Legislature terminate. 

In 1878 there were twenty-six Senators 
elected from districts having odd numbers, 
and the seats of those Senators become va- 
cant and an equal number of Senators is to 
be elected to succeed them in 1882. In 1880 
there were twenty-five Senators elected for 
the term of four years, and these twenty-five 
Senators hold over until the election of 1554. 
These Senators, elected for four years in 1880, 
will continue to represent their constituents 
until 1884, and there is no legal power shert of 
a change of the Constitution to displace 
them. Their term is fixed by the Constitu- 
tion. The holding-over Senators will repre- 
sent for the residue of their term the dis- 
tricts including the territory in which they 
resided when elected and in which they may 
continue to reside. That was the rule adopi- 
ed under the apportionment under the census 
of 1850 (act of February, 1854) and under the 
census of 1869 (act of January, 1861). 

It is entirely possible that in the re- 
arrangement of Senatorial districts two Sena- 
tors elected in 1880 and holding over until 
1884 may be found located in the same dis- 
trict; this possibility may be a strong reason 
why such an arrangement of districts 
should not be male; but it fur- 
nishes no reason, argument, or legal pre- 
text for excluding either Senator from 
an office to which he was elected under the 
Constitution for the term of four years, and 
which term cannot be changed, shortened, 
or lengthened by any act of the Legislature. 
Admitting such a case to happen,—and, as we 
have said, it is entirely possible,—each of the 
Senators will continue te represent in the 
Senate whatever new district that may be 
formed that will inelude the territory in 
which he resided at the time of his election: 
no two Senators elected in 1880 resided in the 
same territory at that time, and, though un- 
der a new apportionment they may be found 
to reside in the same newly-established dis- 
trict, they will continue to represent respect- 
ively that district in wlich they resided when 
elected. 

The provision in the Constitution for the 
election of Senators altertiately by the dis- 
tricts bearing odd and even numbers was not 
intended to apply te Senators beyond those 
elected under the first apportionment. The 
Constitution, by that provision, merely put the 
machinery of an entirely new government 
in operation. It did not provide that an en- 
tirely new Senate should be elected every 
ten years. Inthe rearrangement of Sena- 
torial districts the Legisiature must_ be gov- 
erned by the fact that twenty-five Senators 
are now in office and cannot be displaced, 
and that there can be of necessity 
but twenty-six Senators elected in 1882. 
The twenty-five Senators holding over, 
there ean be no Senatorial election 
held in 1883 in any district including 
the immediate territory in which that Senator 
resided when elected and now resid The 
original district, so far as the Senator 
cerned, holds over with the Senator until, by 
the expiration of his térm, that district is su- 
perseded by the new district created. 

Thus, the present Eighth District consists 
of Lake and McHenry Counties, and Mr. 
Kirk was elected Senator in 1880. The popu- 
lation of these counties is too small to con- 
tinue them as a district, and, of necessity, 
there being no other adjoining county, Boone 
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n. of * — and Boone, and 
Mr. Kirk, who resides in Lake, will hold 
over as the Senator, and Boone, where Sen- 
ator Fuller now. will not have a voice 
in the choice of until 1884. In the 

eantime Winnebago, which is now attached 
7 Bo Boone, being attached to Stephenson, will 


“find herself supplied by a Senator residing in 


Stephenson elected in 1880, and who will 
hold over until 1884. 

Certain. facts in this matter are unavoid- 
able by any legislative action; these are that 
the twenty-five Senators chosen in 1880 hold 
office for the constitutional term of four years, 
ispossessed of their offices 
by any act of Legislature. The Legis- 
lature may create fifty-one new Senatorial 
districts, but there can be but twenty-five 
Senators elected in 1882; so that, in rearrang- 
ing Senatorial districts, reference to these 
facts should have full weight in governing 
that arrangement. 


THE NDON FIRE DEPARTMENT. . 

It is not many years since Capt. Shaw, the 
Chief of the London Fire Department, was 
in this country studying our service with 
the view to improving that of the English 
metropolis. His report for 1880 has just ap- 
peared, and the comments made upon it by 
the London Tunes indicate that, notwith- 
standing the improvements made since Capt. 
Shaw’s visit to this country, the Department 
is still below the standard of efficiency it 
should reach in a great city like London. 
Chief among these defects appears to be that 
of the fire-alarm, which seems to be singu- 
larly inadequate as compared with our own, 
According to the Times, London is divided 
into six circuits, with forty “ call-points,”’ as 
they are termed there, and even these are not 
in perfect working order. The number 
seems very small as compared with our eight 
or nine hundred call-points, in perfect order, 
which locate a fire almost at the very house. 
Speaking of the matter generally, Lon- 
don is declared to be only at the 
first stage of protection against fire, 
and lives upon the uncertain chance of the 
improbability of a coincidence of several 
great conflagrations on the same night. The 
number of firemen are insufficient. Their 
engines are not of the dimensions or force 
required for successfully coping with fires, 
and the arrangements for feeding them with 
water are very defective. The number of 
fire-stations is too few, and the arrangements 
for calling the brigade very defective. Fire- 
escapes rarely work well. The most serious 
deficiency pointed out by the Times, how- 
ever, is the lack of any assistance from with- 
in in extinguishing fires, The Times says: 
“Hitherto all that has been done for the pre- 
vention of fires has been done from the out- 
side. The house seized by a fire is treated as 
equally an enemy with the fire inside. Its 
inhabitants render no aid, for none is ex- 
pected from them. The firemen never hope 
to turn any part of the fabric into a citadel 
against the foe. All their endeavors are 
concentrated upon baffling and quenching the 
flames, as if the dwelling was a hostile fort- 
ress to be cannonaded and demolished.”’ In 
its further comments, the Times says that 
houses are not constructed with any pre- 
sumption that a conflagration is always a 
possibility, and that were it not for party 
walls a fire ina new London house would 
run its whole length through a street. Their 
construction is such that firemen cannot take 
a position in the interior from which to fight 
the fire, nor is the internal water-supply so 
contrived as to be of any service in aiding the 
firemen to extinguish the fire or to be avail- 
able in putting out the blaze in its incipiency. 
Stand-pipes and tanks and other contrivances 
for flooding an apartment seem to be un- 
known. The Times thinks that the Depart- 
ment cannot be made perfectly effective 
until Londoners are educated to codperate 
intelligently for their own succor, and adds: 
“ As it is, there is no one to Whom a fireman 
would less naturally resort for assistance or 
for explanation than to the average house- 
holder overtaken by need for his interven- 
tion.“ Even the insurance companies do not 
lend that help in saivage which is so common 
and so well done by our own. 

But, even conceding these defects, it is still 
to be remembered that there are few de- 
structive fires in London as compared with 
our large cities. London is built to resist 
fires with tiled floors, slated roofs, brick par- 
titions, and strong party walls. Were Chi- 
cago aslarge as London, and built as it is 
now, its Fire Department would never be 
quiet. We build a house of the most flimsy 
materials, and then ada to it kindling-wood 
to start the fire and all sorts of combustible 
compounds to help the flames, and if need be 
explosive ones to blowitup. London in its 
construction offers the greatest possible re- 
sistance to the spread of fire. Chicago and 
many other American cities are 80 con- 
structed as to invite the spread of fire. 
Hence, increasing the possibilities of confla- 
gration, we have to meet it by proportionate- 
ly multiplying apparatus and contrivances 
for putting it out, which sufficiently accounts 
for the seemingly enormous extent of our re- 
sources as proportionately compared with 
those of London, where losses by fire are 
very light as a rule. If Chicago were built 
after the fashion of London it could do away 
with a considerable part of its service with- 
out danger to property. 
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AN ANNUAL CONGRESSION AL EXTRAVA- 
GANCE. 

Every year the River and Harbor bill calls 
for a new protest from the press, the public, 
and many of the leading men of the Govern- 
ment, but apparently to no avail. When the 
estimates for these improvements were sent 
to the Committee this year the Secretary of 
War, through whose Department they had 
passed, had cut down the Engineers’ demand 
by several millions of dollars in one lump, 
and thus exhibited his disappfoval of the sys- 
tem of squandering the public moneys upon 
mountain streams and shallow creeks under 
the pretense of improving navigation. But 
the Committee has disregarded the signifi- 
cart expression of contempt that came from 
the Secretary of War, has exceeded the esti- 
mates which he approved under protest, and 
has proceeded as usual te make up a long 
list ot gratuities to communities and contract- 
ors which aggregates over $10,000,000. In 
order to provide for a few meritorious claims 
for Government aid in the improvement of 
actual rivers and actual harbors, hundreds 
of other items are added to secure the assent 
of Congressmen from different parts of the 
country. This bill is the very first to secure 
the attention of Congressmen when the ques- 
tion of appropriations comes up, though it is 
always among the last to be passed. It is 
left open as long as possible for trades and 
accretions. It is regarded as the great op- 
portunity for Congressional peryuisits. 
Every man in Congress looks upon it as fair 
picking and a proper opportunity for concil- 
iating his constituents at the expense of the 
General Government. The bill will proba- 
bly pass the House substantially as reported, 
unless new additions be made: the Senate 
may add still other items, andvinally the 
measure will be adopted in a shape thatshall 
authorize the squandering of millions 
of public money without return. 


It is almost useless to enter into detailed | 
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investment of a “fanny millions. There is 
no telling where it stop, There are 
standing items,—such as the Wisconsin and 
Fox River improvements, the Ohio River 
expenditures, and an appropriation of $200,- 
000 for the Kanawha,—which are recognized 
at once as unwarranted in extent, if war- 
ranted at all. But in addition to this class of 
eases there are hundreds of unheard-of 
creeks and brooks and impossible harbors 
scattered all over the country to which small 
douceurs are tossed, but which in the aggre- 
gate add millions to the bill. It is only by 
recognition of these little parasites on the 
general system that the big jobs can com- 
mand practically unanimous support and 
avoid the exposure and criticism on the floor 
of Congress which would result in a defeat 
of the whole scheme. 

It looks now as though this river and har- 
bor abomination may grow at something like 
the fearful rate of the pensions fund. When 
the Arrears-of-Pensions bill was passed it 
was provided that the cost of the measure 
would not exceed $25,000,000. Already Con- 
gressmen concede that the addition al expend- 
iture imposed upon the Government thereby 
will amount to about 8250, 000, 000, and the 
Commissioner of Pensions maintains that it 
will be not less than 85500, 000, 000. or nearly 
one-third of the National debt. A few years 
ago the appropriations for rivers and harbors 
amounted to only a couple of millions of 
dollars, and now they have run up to over 
ten millions. The bill for the next year is 
nearly as large as the expenditures for the 
three years of 1870, 1871, and 1873. There is 
no prospect for any stunting of this rank 
growth. The only hope is in an abandon- 
ment of the system, and this is a forlorn 
hope. Gen. Grant one year made an effort to 
undermineit by refusing to spend the money 
which had been appropriated, but the follow- 
ing year the old Congressional greed reas- 
serted itself, and since that time the amount 
of appropriations has steadily increased, and 
now the Democrats have taken advantage of 
their last chance at the Treasury for some 
time to come to grab ata larger amount than 
ever. 


THE CONDITION OF FRANCE. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times has recently contributed a letter to 
that paper which throws a good deal of light 
upon the existing condition of France, and 
the letter derives additional interest from 
the fact that the statements in it were fur- 
nished to the Times torrespondent by a gen- 
tleman who has held important posts in 
France, and has closely devoted himself to 
economic and industrial matters in that 
country. His statements in the main corre- 
spond with those which have been made sev- 
eral times of late as to the marvelous pros- 
perity of the Republic in the development of 
its material resources, but from his stand- 
point we geta different view of thia pros- 
perity, and can see how everything, even 
politics, is made to contribute to it. 

According to this writer, though France is 
a Republic and is supposed to enjoy perfect 
liberty, the word hasa different meaning 
from what it has in England or in this eoun- 
try. Instead of a perfect freedom of opin- 
ion and action and a respect for the minority, 
“those who arein power honestly think it 
their bounden duty to protect the Common- 
wealth against opinions differing from their 
own.“ He illustrates this by the history of 
the Chambers and the anti-Jesuit decrees. 
Five years ago, the Chambers had a com- 
pact majority, but the electors had returned a 
large minority, many of whose seats were 
contested. In every case the minority del- 
egates were unseated and their places sup- 
plied by Republieses and during these five 
years all those who are not of the opinions 
of the majority have been gradually but 
mereilesly put aside. The first resistance 
made by the Conservatives was in 
the case of the anti-Jesnit decrees. 
The bill carried in the Chambers but 
failed in the Senate. When the decrees ap- 
peared it was thought the tribunals would 
set them aside as they had been pronounced 
illegal, but the Government evaded this 
danger by appointing its own court of jus- 
tice, two members of the Court of Cassation 
and two members of the Council of State, 
whose verdict would have been impartial 
but for the fact that the President of the 
Court, who was the Minister of Justice and 
the author of the very decrees in contest, had 
the casting vote. Not only in this case but 
in all others, says the writer, where Courts 
have decided adversely to the Government 
the Courts have been remodeled. Why there 
is no opposition to this is explained by the de- 
termination of France to keep out of war 
and to be at peace at home and abroad, and 
this lies at ‘the bottom of her pres- 
ent wonderful prosperity. The Foreign 
Office has avoided everything, however 
remote it might be, which could 
tend to draw her into any foreign complica- 
tions. This, by the way, will explain what 
has for some time been a mystery,—her rela- 
tions to the Eastern question. In the settle- 
ment of the Montenegrin frontier, though 
she joined in the naval demonstration, it was 
upon the express condition that not a shot 
should be fired nor a soldier landed. At the 
time of the Berlin Congress she was the 
avowed champion of Greece, and, now that 
the time has come wher the Grecian frontier | 
must be settled, she not only declares that 
she will not take part in any hostile demon- 
stration against Turkey, but has only con- 
sented with extreme reluctance to take any 
partatall in the forthcoming conference, 
though she is one of the signatory Powers. 
Applying this policy to the material status of 
France, this writer says: In this way con- 
fidence has been established; no war abroad, 
no revolution at home, as the governing 
party has got it all its own way. A 
pacific revolution is going on with all the 
appearance of legality, and which, however 
dangerous for the fature of France, does 
not interfere with the peaceful pursuit of 
industry and commerce. Hence the whole 
attention of the country is diverted into this 
channel.“ 

Notwithstanding the wonderful resources 
of the country which have been brought to 
light, the great activity in all kinds of busi- 
ness, and the remarkable savings of the peo- 
ple, this writer sees a danger ahead in the 
manner of public investments. Since the 
appearance of the phylioxera, the deprecia- 
tion of the vineyards attacked has amounted 
to $600,000,000, or that much loss of public 
fortune, and it now amounts annually to 
from $100,000,000 to $120,000,000. The re- 
sult of this is that capital has been 
forced into other investments. It first 
sought real estate, but as rents finctuated 


meanwhile the French find some other form 
of investment; but even then it is qnestion- 
able whether the crash would hurt the work- 
ing-classes, who hoard instead of speeulat- 
ing; and, as they own their lands very large- 
ly, or, when they do invest, select small Gov- 
ernment bonds, they are comparatively safe. 
At present France is the strongest financial 
Power in Europe, and under the republican 
form of government, whatever may be its 
methods, her people are the_happiest. 
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CHEAP TELEGRAPHY BY WATER. 

Tus public will be pleased to learn from 
Mr. Jay Gould himself that the object of the 
late telegraph consolidation was the carrymg 
out of a long-cherished plan of that benevo- 
lent, public-spirited gentleman for an effi- 
cient system of cheap telegraphy on a grand 
scale, both by sea and by land. Mr. Gould 
has been laying awake nights for several 
months struggling with the problem of. how 
to serve the public cheaply. He hit upon a 
plan, after having reduced himself physically 
to a mere skeleton, and, mentaily, to the 
verge of insanity. The plan is not original. 
it consists in adding about twenty-five mill- 


‘ion dollars of water te the already heavily 


watered stock of the Western Union Com- 
pany! How paying dividends on this large 
amount of added water to the watered stock 
of the Company is to make telegraphy 
cheap, Mr. Gould does not explain. But 
he is very pesitive that the consol can- 
not be disturbed and that the water proc- 
ess has been conducted legally. His bosom 
swells with pride when he considers how 
Judge Barrett sat down on” Rufus Hatch, 
as it were, affirming emphatically that poor 
Rufe is absolutely without relief except upon 
appeal to the legislative authority; and Mr. 
Gould chuckles quietly in view of the fact 
that he and Mr. Vanderbilt have more friends 
in the Legisiature of the Empire State than 
Hatch has, But Mr. Gould doesn’t care for 
the vaporings of Mr. Hatch, beeause he 
knows that time will demonstrate the 
purity of his motives. He proposes 
“gradually and systematically to cheapen ”’ 
rates of telegraphy. ‘* Why, bless your soul, 
sir,” says Mr. Gould, “I went into it with 
this in view, and I shail certainly use my 
constant effort and all my influence to make 
this policy and this purpose successful.” 
What ean the public ask for beyond the 
promise of Mr. Gould! Mr. Gould has shown 
his generosity and forbearance by limiting 
his stock-watering operation to $25,000,000. 
He might just as well have, watered the 
Western Union to the tune of a round hun- 
dred millions! The case of Mr. Gould is 
analogous to that of the robber who consid- 
erately allowed his victim to retire with his 
trousers on account, as he said, of the in- 
clemency of the weather. 

It is kind in Mr. Gould to explain. Why 
should he condescend to discuss the subject 
with a public incapable of comprehending 
the vastness of his designs? Why, especially 
when he insists that everything has been 
done legally and in order, and that what has 
been done is none of the public’s business? 
It is good of Mr. Gould to explain 
that he is going to make New York City the 
centre of telegraphy for the universe. This 
circumstance will be very consoling to the 
customer who pays two or three prices for 
the service he requires. It is beautifui to 
hear Mr. Gould speak familiarly of China, 
Japan, Oceanica, Australia, Russia, Alaska, 
Northern Asia, and Kamtchatka, as way- 
stations of the Western Union Company. 
There is a peculiar appropiiateness, how- 
ever, in the extensive indulgence, so to 
speak, of the Western Union Company in 
submarine telegraphy. The Company's 
stock has been well under water for 
years, and the late flood of twenty-five 
million dollars’ worth will enable it to doa 
large business in ocean cables. Mr. Gould’s 
new system may be called cheap telegraphy 
by water,—water in stock. 


NEITHER the Constitution nor the laws of 
the United States recognize such a thing as 
a Cabinet or a Cabinet officer in our Gov- 
ernment. The Constitution provides that the 
President may require opinions in writing of 
“the heads of Departments,” and that Con- 
gress may vest the appointment of inferior 
officers in “the heads of Departments”: 
but there is no direct requirement that such 
Departments shall be established by law. 
The word “ Cabinet does not occur in the 
Constitution or the statutes: and it is plain 


that Congress has the power to create or 


abolish any Department, or to impose new 
duties on the chiefs of any of them, or to al- 
ter the conditions of their service with refer- 
ence to the President or the Legislative au- 
thority, within the constitutional limits. The 
right of Congress to call on the heads of 
Departments for information on any subject 
within their knowledge or jurisdiction has 
been recognized from the foundation 
of the Government. There is no rea- 
son why this information should be 
communicated in writing instead of 
orally, or why the demand for it should 
be put in the precise form of a resolution. 
Congress has not the power to confer mem- 
bership in itself, including the right to vote, 
upon a head of Department or anybody else, 
both because it is required by the Constitu- 


tion that representation shall be apportioned 


according to population and because Fed- 
eral officials are explicitly disqualified to 
serve in Congress; but it has the right to 
give a seat on the floor to anybody. It will 
be seen that the bill introduced by Mr. Pen- 
dieton and favorably reported from a Com- 
mittee of the Senate, according the heads 
of Departments the right to occupy seats on 
the floor of the Senate and House, and to 
participate in debate relating to business in 
their several Departments, is strictly constitu- 
tional The bill goes farther than this, 
and requires the Secretaries, the Post- 
master-General, and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral (who is technically the head 
of the Department of Justice) to at- 
tend the Senate at the opening of the sit- 
tings on Tuesday and Friday of each week, 
and the House on the opening of the sittings 
on Mondays and Thursdays, and give infor- 
mation In response to resolutions or ques- 
tions propounded to them. This also is a 
legal requirement. The report of the Senate 
Committee in favor of Mr. Pendleton’s bill is 
signed by Messrs. Pendleton, Allison, Voor- 
hees, Ingalls, Platt. Blaine, Butler, and Far- 
ley. It sets forth the legality of the proposed 
reform and the benefits that would result 
from its adoption. It would clearly be an ad- 
vantage to Congress to have the information 
it desired brought to it in person by the of- 
ficial supposed to be most competent to pre- 
sent and explain it. In many cases, the 
statements of the heads of Departments 
might change the whole course of -legisia- 
tion, and it would deprive Congress of the 
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life would be needed to pass the catechism on 
the floor of Congress. Certainly the dignity 
and influen¢e of the President's official ad- 
visers would not be impaired by the change. 
It would be more becoming that they should 


say what they have to say in public, before 


Congress ahd the eountry, rather than in 
private, in the lobbies or committee-rooms. 
The fact that Mr. Blaine and Mr. Allison, who 
are commonly assigned places in the new Ad- 
ministration, have affixed their names to the 
new report, gives it special interest. It 
would seem as if a newera had dawned in 
American ideas of constitutional government 
if these able public men should appear 
weekly in Congress as the representatives 
and defenders of President Garfield’s views. 
The plan wisely stops short, it will be seen, 
of the English Cabinet system, which would 
require a constitutional amendment, and 
the desirableness of which is open to very 
serious debate, especially since the encroach- 
ment of the English Cabinet on Parliament- 
ary prerogative has become so clearly ap- 


parent. 


UNpn the head of A Practical Emigra- 
tion Scheme,” the New Orleans Demoorat an- 
nounces what it calls “one of the most impor- 
tant enterprises that have ever been started for 
the development of the almost untouched re- 
sources of Louisiana, Arkansas, and Texas,” in 
the shape of an emigration movement which 
has been entered into by most of the great rail- 
roads that traverse the territory which it is de- 
termined to settle up. The association is called 
the Southern Immigration Company, and is at 
present composed of the following railroad com- 
papies: St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern; 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas; Missouri Pacific; 
Texas & Pagific; Interna al & Great Northern: 
Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fé, and the Dallas & 
Wichita. The design of the association is, by 
combintng the various railroad interests, to of- 
fer such inducements to the farmers and me- 
chanics of the Old World, and even to those in 
the more thickly settled po of the New, as 
will secure a large immig on to the States 
named. The President of the Association is Mr. 
W. W. Lang, of the International & Great North- 
ern. There are between 8,000 and 10,000 miles of 
road now interestea in the project. This is the 
very first practical migration scheme which 
bas ever been undertaken on a large scale for 
the benefit of the Southwest. The Company is 
straightway.to put its plans of work into vigor- 
ous operation in the United States; and as soon 
as the organization, with all its forces, is regu- 
lated it will enter Continental Europe with all 
the zeal, evergy, and means at its command. 


Mr. JAY Govu.pD, through one of the news- 
papers which are charged with acting as his 
special organs, has made a very promising state- 
meut in regard to the future policy of the 
amalgamated telegraph companies. He pro- 
fesses that the consolidation has been brought 
about with a view to reducing telegraphing 
to the minimum rate, and pretends that 
the success of cheap telegraphy 
European countries has convinced him 
that more money is to be made by 
such a policy than in any other way. We wish 
there were reasonable grounds for putting faith 
in these fair promises. Unfortunately there ie 
more reason to regard them as speciéusly de- 
signed to allay public apprehension and we aken 
public protest for the time being. The practical 
doubling of the capital stock of the Western 
Union Company, without adding needed facilities 
or representing actual investment, is hardly 
calculated to inspire confidence in the an- 
nounced intention of adopting cheap rates. Nor 
has Mr. Jay Gould's past control of railroads, 
particularly the Union Pacific, afforded any in- 
dicatioh that he believes in the ultimate ad- 
vantage of cheap rates. And in no case can 
private individual control of a great monopoly 
be depended upon to consider the public inter- 
ests or the public rights, or to recognize the 
principle of a fair profit upon actual invest- 
ment. If the only hope of public protection in 
the use of the telegraph rests upon Mr. Jay 
Gould's dictum, the outlook is very dismal. 


Tuey do some things better in Milan than 
in this country.and the clearing of snow from 
the streets is one of them. The snow fall of 
Milan is heavy on accountof the proximity of 
the mountains. But the Milanese, who are com- 
monly supposed to be a slow-going people, do 
not permit it to melt gradually in the streets, or 
to remain and mix wit& sand and mud and be- 
come a hindrance to loco motion and a public 
nuisance. They have parceicd out the city in- 
to 12 districts, and have assigned each district 
to a contractor, who provides carts, horses, and 
laborers, and assumes all responsibility for the 
snow in his department. The workmen are 
usually bricklayers, masons, quarrymes, and 
others who are out of regular employment in 
winter. Payment is made only for work effect- 
vally done. The snow is accurately measured, 
the average price being about two cents per 
cubic yard. Ordinarily, the cleaning of the 
more-frequented streets is completed within 
eight or ten hours after it has stopped snowing, 
and of the rest within twenty-four hours, not 
reckoning night. The number of men em- 
ployed varies from 2,000 to 3,000. The snowfall 
in 1874-5 was 40% inches, and the cost of remov- 
ing that portion within the city walls $42,000; in 
1877-8 the fall was only 54% inches, involving an 
expenditure of $5,200 for u sligntly larger area. 


Fan away from Queensland, Australia, 
comes an exciting tale of boys battling with a 
shark. Five lads were bathing in a river on 
Nov. . Alexey Drury, about 12 years of ace, 
and, although so young, a first-rate swimmer 
and diver, was close to the bank, his companions 
having landed, when he was seized by the foot 
by a shark, said to be eight feet long. The boy 
screamed, and made a brave struggle, not losing 
bis presence of mind for a moment, and as the 
shark appeared to be dragging bim under, he 
turned and dived at it, and, in doing so, got free. 
The shark then made a second and more deter- 
mined rush, seizing the lad by the other leg with 
a firmer hold, Alexey all the time hitting at the 
monster. Victor Drury,a year or two older 
than Alexey, hearing the screams, jumped into 
the water to his brother’s assistance, tollowed 
by the other lads, and after desperate struggies 
they succeeded in dragging Alexey on to the bank. 
In the meantime a second shark had appeared, 
but happily did not join in the attack. Alexey’s 
feet were found to be so fearfully lacerated 
that both had to be amputated. For some time 
the symptoms seemed favorabie to the boy’s life 
being saved, notwithstanding the great loss of 
blood and shock to the system, but he died on 
the morning of the 27th.

The 
week’s supplies were chiefly from America, 
Australia, and India. Barley was slow, with 
a dragging trade. Good samples were scarce 
and unchanged. Foreign barley was dull, 
and weaker for the very best runs. Oats 
were in small supply, steadier, and quiet. 
Foreign oats similar, with a rather better de- 
mand Friday. Maize declined, the markets 
closing weaker for ali descriptions and posi- 
tions. Sales of English wheat forthe past 
week were 30,559 quarters, at 42s 7d, against 
37,316 quarters at 44s 2d the corresponding 
week of last year. Imports into the United 
Kingdom for the week ended Jan. 20 were 
459,077 cwt. wheat, and 214,630 ewt. flour.

This partof the road 
bas already been contracted for, and work 
would be commenced as soon as possible. The 
ineorporators, as already stated, were mostly 
people connected with the Lake Erie & Western 
Road, and had sufficient means to carry out the 
new project. They decided upon the new 
scheme principally. because a number of the 
stockholders of the Lake Erie & Western object 
to the extension of the road from Tipton, O., to 
St. Louis. This extension bas already been sur- 
veyed, and the eyndicate which will build the 
new line had already let the contracts for its 
constraction and could not well abandon 
roject. It was therefore decided to bulida new 
ine to Chicago, which had been under advise- 
ment for more than a year, and also make the 
extension to St. Louis, whieh was to have been 
built by the Lake Erie & Western. As already 
stated, the construction of the line from Chicago 
to Cleveland has already been awarded, and 
surveyors will be piaced in the fleid this 
week. From N the line is to run 
to Fort Wayne. The Wabash Canal through 
Fort Wayne has been purehased by the new 
pr pas ong which will give it an excellent — 
of way through tbe business centre of that v. 
From Fort Wayne to Tiffin, O., the Gibson grade, 
which has also been pure by the new Com- 
pany, will be utilized. From to Cleveland 
an entirely new line will be built. rt of 
the road from Chicago to Cleveland is to be com- 
leted on or before Jan. 1, . The firm of 
trown, Howard & Co. das the contract 
for the construction of this line. They have as 
et taken no steps to secure the right of way 
nto this city. They had offers from three of the 
existing lines to use their tracks, and 
if favorable terms cannot be secured from these 
lines they may decide to secure an * 
entrance. The extension to St. Louis will start 
from Fort Wayne. This line has already been 
surveyed, and the contracts for its construction 
will be awarded next month, and it is to be com- 
pleted July 1, 1882. An extension from Cleve- 
land to Buffalo is to be built later. Noth has

tuffaio to New York. r. Howard could not 
say whether the rumors that Vanderbilt had ob- 
tained control of the Lake Erie & Western Road 
were correct.

pair,and to commence and actively prosecute 
the work of extension through West Florida, 
with the ultimate view of connecting this 
line with the rapidly-extending railroad system 
of the West and Mexico, and 13 with 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé,

THE NORTHWEST.

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Feb. 7.—Contrary toevery ex- 
pectation, the snow blockade throughout the 
Northwest is not yet broken. The storm that 
ceased yesterday morning Began again in the aft- 
ernoon, and such work of clearing the railroads 
as had been undertaken had to be abandoned. 
To-day the River Division of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Road was the only one open. 
The Minneapolis & St. Louis is making every 
effort to ciear the tracks, and bas two snow- 
plows, with three engines each, werking both 
ways from Albert Lea, on the Fergus Falls Di- 
vision of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
Road. No trains have moved since Friday night. 
A train was sent out on the Breckinridge Divis- 
ion this morning, with instructions to go to Das- 
sell, if possible. The Hastings & Dakota and the 
Southern Minnesota are vut of sight. Even 
the short line between Minneapolis 
St. Paul was completely disarranged by 
the snow-drifts this morning, and no 
train passed over the line until noon. The 
storm has beaten the memory of the oldest in- 
habitant, and it still continues to threaten. The 
blockade will doubtless continue for some time 
yet. The damp weather packs ‘the snow in so 

ard as to resist the efforts of the snow-plow, 
and, should cold weather succeed, there is no 
knowing when the frozen drifts can be cut 
through nor how much suffering from lack of 
fuei may ensue. It is raining to-night, but may 
be bitterly cold by morning, as the mercury is 
likely to drop from 40 above to 40 below zero in 
a few hours.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 
CHICAGO, Feb. 7-19: 18 p. m. 
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THE WIRES. ' 

The telegraph and telephone lines stopped 
many raindrops in their descent, and the water 
congealed as soon as it struck them, coating tha, 
wires with ice, the thickness of which increased 
until, in some instances, it was fully three- 
quarters of an inch. The result can be easily 
imagined. Between 6 and 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing the wires were so heavy that individual ones 
began to snap, and where there were many on a 
“fixture” the rack was upset, and hopeless con- 
fusion and tangies ensued. And the poles in 
the streets began to tumble. By 12 o'clock 
over 150 complaints had been made at the Ameri- 
can District office, fully 500 wires of the 
Bell Telephone Company were on the ground, 
the Western Union had no direct connection 
with New York, Milwaukee, Omaha, and many 
other points, the American Union was unable to 
call Detroit and places beyond Valparaiso, Ind., 
on the Fort Wayne Road, and the Atlantic & 
Pacific could not reach New York or Cincinnati. 
Lines were down on the outskirts of the city, 
and those still up worked badly on account of 
the sleet which incumbered them. The tele- 
graph companies, particularily the Western 
Union, did not do half their usual daily busi- 
ness, and the other two companies were unable 
to handle ali the dispatches offered them,—hbad 
to say “no” to people who came in with them. 
And the messages that were taken for the cities 
named had to be transmitted in a roundabout 
way over lines burdened with their own distinct 
business, which, of course, had the preference, 
and poor “time” was made in sending. 
The outlook at one time was very bad, and the 
managers of all the companies felt relieved 
when the weather began to moderate and the 
ide to melt. Had the cold continued, the loss 
would have been yery heavy indeed; as it was, 
the cost of repairing the dam age will be consid- 
erabie,—probabiy $10,000 or $15,000. 

Inquiry at the different offices and elsewhe 
brought out the following facts: 

THE ATLANTIC & PACIFIC COMPANY 
were bothered a good deal by the sicet, and were 
cut off from New York and Cincinnati fora 
time; but, while business to other points was 
temporarily interfered with, nearly all the lines 
were in Operation during the atternoon. The 
worst difiiculty was from crosses caused by the 
breaking of telephone wires. 

THE WIRES OF THE AMERICAN UNION 
were in pretty good shape when business opened 
in the morning, but by noon some wouldn't 
work at all and many others were slow.“ 
There were a few breaks—one between here and 
Valparaiso, Ind., and another on the Detroit 
line—and several crosses, but communication 
was kept up with all points by switching in 
roundaLout lines. No trouble was experienced 
from the telepbone-wires. The pecuniary loss 
was small,—not more than in an ordinary storm. 
“We have been very lucky.” said Manager 
Vigus, and the interruptions are hardly worth 
mentioning.” 

THE WESTERN UNION, 


having the greatest number of wires, of course 
suffered more than the others. Their greatest 
trouble was in Iowa, where all their lines were 
more or less out of order. Little or nothing 
could be done along the route of the Northwest- 
ern, all the poles and wires west of Des Moines 
being down. And on the Rock Isiand and Bur- 
lington & Quincy Roads the lines were in almost 
as bad condition. But engines and men were 
out, and it was hoped to get everything in order 
by night. Snow and rain interfered seriously 
with the working of the wires which remained 
intact. The Milwaukee lines were in bad shape, 
and communication was at times suspended. 
Little trouble, except at one point, was experi- 
enced in this city, though there were some 
“ crosses’ with telephone wires. The excep- 
tion was at Twenty-second and Arnold 
streets, where a bunch of Bell wires 
fell on those of the Western Union 
and broke and jumbled them. Outside ot the city, 
especially at Englewood, many lines were use- 
less. Between the limitsand that point thirteen 
poles were down, aud the wires terribly mixed 
up. It was this mishap that shut out New York 
and other Eastern points. The gold and stock 
wires wouldn't work at the start, but were all 
right by ll o’cluck. A “lively time” was antic- 
ipated in and about the city. and five gangs of 
repairers were ordered here to repair the lines; 
so by to-day, owing to the really little damage 
done, everything will doubtless be as it was Sat- 
urday night. 
THE AMERICAN DISTRICT COMPANY 

had some vexatious interruptions to business, 
chiefly due to the breaking of individual wires. 
One pole, however, with about 100 wires on it, 
near the corner of Twenty-second street and 
indiana avenue, toppled over, and resulted in a 
mixture of lines,—trunk and individual,—cut- 
ting off foratime the communication of the 
southern part of the city with the Twenty-sec- 
ond street office. It was straightened up within 
an hour by guy ropes. A large telegraph pole 
on the corner af Twenty-fifth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue was broken off, and thrown 
beavily against the building near by. The wires 
turn from the avenue down Twenty-fifth street 
at this point, and this pole being the pivot, as it 
were, on which they turned, could not stand 
the heavy strain. The wires, about thir- 
ty in number, were badiy mixed up. 
Three poles at the corner of North avenue and 
Clark street also came down with a number of 
wires, and re were several breaks of in- 
dividual wires on the North Side. Several cross- 
ing the house No. 1% Park avenue also broke, 
and the proprietor reported to the police that 
he had wy tres age | groundiess—for the 
safety of his chimneys. Stray wires were broken 
in all = of the city, and the linesmen were 
busy all day looking after them. By noon over 
150 complaints had been made by subscribers, 
who wanted to talk but couldn’t. A break at 
Madison and Green streets threw twenty-five 
out, the broken wires getting tangled with 
others, and rendering them useless. There 
were a good many broken wires and crosses 
on the roofs of buildings down town, 
but the worst trouble was in the 
suburbs, where the wind, by blowing 
the wires together, kept the instrumeut bells 
ringing and made talking impossible. A few of 
the wires were broken by the weight of the sleet 
on them, but no polis fell. All the available re- 

airers were kept busy during the day, and Mr. 

irman said all the lines would be working b 
this afternoon.

THE BELL TELEPHONE COMPANY 
suffered considerably, fully 500 of their wires 
being either down or useless.

THE SUDDEN MODERATION OF THE WEATHER

TROUBLE WITH THE POLICE AND 
4 ALARM WIRES 


commenced as early as 4 o'clock in the morning, 
and continued unabated all day. During the 
forenoon several lines iu the fire-a:arm office 
were completely open, and there were upwards 
of a hundred “ crosses" in various portions of 
the city, which tually bothered the oper- 
ators. A large force of repairers were bard at 
work, and in the afternocn all the 
lines were under some sort of control, 
and excepting the continual interruption from 
the “ crosses” it was thought that an alarm 
from any of the boxes could distinguishod by 
the operator. It was very uncertain work, 
however, and to furnish as complete protection 
10 — under the trying circumstances Su- 
perintendent Barrett recommended that close 
watch for fires be kept from the engine-house 
towers, and made extra endeavors to keepin 
rood — order the “talking lines,” i. e., 
those used for conversational purposes only, 
and counect all the engine-houses with"the 
fire-alarm ce. The police wires were re- 
paired as rapidly as possible., and some of the 
telephone lines were in working order, so that 
the danger of a fire getting under great head- 
way before an alarm could sent in was re- 
duced as far as possibie to a minimum. The 
repairers employed on city lines were greatly 
—— with telephone wires breaking and 

anging down upon the city wires, and in many 
instances poles with from twenty to forty wires 
strung upon them had falicn in such a way as to 
tangie these wires in au almost inextricable 
mass with those of the fire-alarm system. The 
telephone wire is about one third lighter than 
the city wire, gnd presents proportionately a 
greater surface, e breaking point of the 
former isonly 120 pounds, or thereabouts, and 
of the latter about 330 pounds, and when the 
wires are old and rusty ogy | break at a much 
lower tension. The trouble in the fire-alarm 
office, asin the sags 4. offices, does not end 
with the expiration of freezing rain, but is kept 
up incessantly for a week, or until all the lines 
are thoroughly repaired and restrung in proper 
shape. No serious interruption, however, is apt 
to take place, since the wires cast off their coat- 
ing of ice. and thus relieved themselves of the 
burden which was so surely working their de- 
struction. Last night all the wires were though 
to be in working order, though the “ crosses,” 
about halt of which were still unrepaired, mad 
frequent interruptions. 

The wires connecting the police stations were 
out of order off and on all day. and stations 
such as Hinman Street and Webster Avenue had 
no communication with Centrai Station during 
the greater portion of the day. Repairers were 
kept busy, and by night uearly all the stations 
bad been brought into communicanon. There 
was scarcely any danger to be apprehended in 
the Department, for these outlying stations are 
ali adjoining or adjacent to fire-engine houses, 
and the talking wire might have been used 
in a distressing emergency. The wires of 
the police patrol system in the West Twelfth 
street district, were greatly affected, and only a 
few of the boxes were in communication_with 
the station. The system in the West ke 
street district has not yet been put into work- 
ing order, but the storm probably did as much 
damage to the wires there as elsewhere. 

Superintendent Barrett thinks the storm a 
better argument than words in support of a 
recommendation he has 80 frequently made to 
the City Council to have the city’s wires laid un- 
der ground. Had we our wires so placed.“ said 
he, “we might deve laughed at the storm, and 
snapped our fingers at the telephone companies 
which have tangted us and themselves up into 
such a bad mess.”

RAIN AND ICE. 

Chicago is to be Gongratulated upon baving 
pulled through the gevere rain-storm of yester- 
day with as little damage as was actually oc- 
casioned. There ywere contingencies the hap- 
peuing of which would have made it, in one or 
two wuys, one of the most expensive storms 
which we have had hereior years. Had it been 
a little colder while the rain was falling every 
one of the wires composing the immense 
metallic network which roofs the city would 


have gone to the ground, and, had the rain been 
a little heavier and continued a little longer, the 
amount of damage caused by the generai over- 
flowing and, perhaps, by the breaking up of the 
ice in the river and the consequent sweeping 
lakeward of the shipping, would have been 
something quite incalculable. 

The rain which, began about 2 o'clock Monday 
morning and continued until noon, feil at first 
very heavily. About 3 in the morning it de- 
seended in torrents, and during three hours 
there fell about half an inch, an amount far be- 
yond the average. —1 it abated after that, 
and finally degenerat nto a mere drizzle. 

The rain found the city in a shocking condi- 
tion—a condition to which attention was called 
some time ago by Tar TRIBUNE, whose warning, 
however, was not taken by the city authorities. 
All the gutters and ditches are choked with 
snow arid ice, nearly all the sewer openings were 
closed hermeticaliy with the same substances; 
and there was no possible means for the drain- 
age of the rain and the melting snow and 
ice. It was a fortunate circumstance that there 
was enougb of light snow to absorb an immense 
quantity of water, but it had about reached its 
point of saturation when the rain let up. Had 
it continued much longer the amount of dam- 
age done by the fi ing of basements in the 
central part of the city,and in the outskirts 
would have been very great. 

AS THE RAIN FELL 


during the night it froze upon the telegraph 
wires and the branches of the trees, so that, 
when morning came, both were completely cov- 
ered with ice, and the latter presented a singu- 
larly beautiful appearance. Nothing could have 
been more striking in its way than the sight pre- 
sented to a person on 4 level with it of 
that vast network of wires which cross- 
es La Salle street near Washington. Al- 
most a compact mass of frozen water, 
it more resembled an ice gorge or ice bridge 
than a collection of wires. The beautiful ap- 

arance which the trees presented in the morn- 
ng, however, was no compengation for the 
damage which was done them by the heavy 
weight. There were few parts of the city in 
which more or less damage was not inflicted. 
Some in Lincoln Park were seriously mutilated, 
and quite a number in the southern part of the 
city, and in the suburbs, were seriously dam- 
aged. 

Perhaps one of the most picturesque spots 
was Indiana avenue from Twenty-sixth to 
Twenty-ninth. Either side of this avenue is 
lined with trees, which in summer completely 
shade it. Yesterday it bore a winter scene. The 
trees were wrapped in a mantle of ice. Bend- 
ing under the icy fleece the limbs became inter- 
locked and interlaced forming a Canopy of fret- 
work. Looking adown the thorough- 
fare the picture depicted was a 
continuous arbor of ce, almost a 
tunnel of frost-work. As the street-cars passed 
under this canopy, the limbs being aken, 
scattered, with plenteous band, their myriad 
icy stalyvites in continuous streams. Falling 
on the car tops they created a din that was both 
novel and deafentiug. 

Along the Indiana avenue street-car line the 
tracks were under water in many places, and 
the switches at the intersection of the streets 
were out of sight. The drivers were obliged to 
drive very carefully for fear of slipping off the 
track, and in consequence the running time 
was considerabiy lengthened. 

THE CONDITION OF THE STREETS AND SIDE- 

WALKS 

yesterday was abominabie. Owing to the negti- 
gence of citizens and the indifference of the 
city authorities, the last A was not 
cleared away. It got trampled down, half trans- 
formed into ice, and the sidewalks were covered 
with little collections of ice varying from an 
inch to six inches in hight, ex ingly irregu- 
lar in conformation, and very apt to trip people 
up, especially when wet down by yesterday's 
rains. The hollows on the sidewalks were filled 
with ice-cold water, and many of the alley- 
— were impassable. There was no 
exit or the water along the curb, 
and, in some eases, there were from 
three to five inches of water covering 
the entire surface of the alley. The streets 
were submerged in some places, and in others, 
where there was no water, they were filled with 
snow so saturated with water as to be very

HYDE PARK. 

The storm in Hyde Park did serious damage 
yesterday morning, both to the dwelier in houses 
and the unlucky traveler. A large amount of 
snow has gathered during the winter in the 
streets and on the roofs, and only a 
few have removed it trom ir side- 
waiks. The storm melted the snow in 
anything but a pleasant way, and the 
head of the house was called up early in the 
moruing to notice the effects on the roof of the 
water leaking through it, or to paddie around in 
tho water in the basement. In some cases the 
people moved into their next dc neighbors, 
who were more fortunate, until they could live 
in drynessin their own domicils. The streets 
and sidewalks were also flooded, the slush being 
in some places four inches deep. The trees 
were broken in many places by the ice which 
sccumulated during the night. This was eépe- 
cially noticeable on Washington and Hyde Park 
avenues and Fifty-third street, where in many 
—— the limbs blocked the way and were 
rroken off and hanging by a shred to the trees. 
The telephone wires of both companies and the 
village were broken down, and communication 
with Chicago rendered an impossibility. On 
Hyde Park and Cottage Grove avenues the poles 
were broken off short, thus breaking off the 
wires. It will take a couple of days to repair all 
the damage. Waite's Block suffered very 
badly through leaking roofs. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


THE GRAND OPERA-HOUSE,. 

The first representation of a new play from 
the pen of Bartley Campbell, entitled “ Gov- 
ernment Bonds,“ was given at this house last 
night to a tolerably large and rather appre- 
ciative house. “Government Bonds” is a light, 
unpretentious domestic comedy-drama in three 
acts, affording little opportunity to any but the 
stars for whom the piece was written,—Mr. and 
Mrs. George Knight. The story hinges upon the 
loss and the ultimate discovery of $2,000 worth 
of Goverament bonds. Leopold Lander, an ex- 
revolutionist of 1848, is the central figure. He is 
a well-drawn German dialect character,—a 
mixture of pafhos and humor exactly suited to 
bring out all the good there is in Mr. Knight. 
Lander is engaged ina bank. He, in a fit of 
absent-mindedness, takes a roll of Gov- 
ernment bonds, the property of the 
bank, and stuffs them in tbe lining 
of a hat that happens to be a trifle too large for 
him. He cannot account for the lossof the 
bonds. He is arrested, tried, and sentenced, 
and just as they are removing him from the 
court, the bonds are discovered in the interior 
of the hat, and everything ends happily. This 
in brief is the plot of the play, out of which 
naturally grow a number of incidents of more 
or less interest. The first two acts occur in a 
boarding-house. The last act, the most inar- 
tistic of the three in point of construction, hap- 
peus in a court-room. After the changes are 
made in the play which must have suggested 
themselves to the author last night, we have no 
doubt that the piece will be a successful card in 
the hands of r and Mrs. Knight. 
In the röle of Lander Mr. Knight 
shows himseif to be a sterling comedian, with a 
touch of- genuine pathos. In the scenes with 
bis daughter, and particularly in that one where 
he pictures to her the beauty of her dead moth- 
er, he as completely won the sympathies of the 
house as be evoked their laughter with his 
comedy.

on West Washington street, Just one block dis- 
tant. He, being ignorant of any nearer source 
of nasal annoyance than the Stock- Yards, would 
slam down his windows, mutter “ Bridgeport”’ 
to his gg ones ages family, and, secking the 
seclusion which his study grants, proceed to 
evolve a theory of the production of fertilizer 
by a process more fragrant than that to which 
is charged each and every evil odor which assaiis 
the susceptibilities of Chicago citizens. 

The building east of the one examined, and 
22 Nos. 507 to 515 Madison street, used 

known as the Bishop Court Hotel. It is 
three years, however, since it was used as a 
hotel, the building now being occupied in its 
upper stories as tenements. Search of its base- 
ment revealed the fact that it contained only 
one catch-basin, which was filled with stinking 
kitchen refuse. It had not apparentiy been 
cleaned out for years, but the statement of the 
janitor that it had been emptied last spring was 
readily believed when he a explained that it 
was the tote receptacte for the wastes of forty 
different tenants, most of whom ‘had families 
and kept house in their tenements. 

The trappings in the sinks above were exam- 
med and found to be trapped, though in some 
instances very imperiectly, especially on the 
third floor, where the crown of one of the tra 
was found to be broken, and a  stea 
supply of sewer cas uring out of 
the aperature. The soil-pipes of the bullding 
proved to be four in number—two at each end 
of the building and runni from the second 
and third floors respectively. A very abortive 
attempt at ventilation was found to be con- 
n with the upper pipe. The boxes, too, 
which conveyed the pipes to the basement, were 
anything but air-tight at the floor openings, and 
the sewer-gas from the basement found in them 
a very available means of reaching the upper 
stories of the building, where its presence was 
very apparent. That this was fully appreciated 
by the proprietor of the building was evidencea 
in the fact that the closets and sinks were kept 

lentifully np M with earbolic acid, which, 

owever, failed by a long way to overcome the 
odor of the deadiy sewer-gas. The fact too 
that there has been Considerable sickness in 
the building shows that the emanations have 
made their presence felt in a disastrous way. 

The janitor of the building—a hard-headed 
Seotchmau who could not be persuaded, even in 
corners where the uprising stench was not ouly 
apparent but even distressingly strong, that he 
could “feel the smell —insisted that the full 
and overflowing condidon of the catch-basin 
could not cause the presence in the building of 
the gases which the investigators claimed it 
contained, and that he would not be willing to 
allow the possibility uf their presence until a 
more productive source of stench was discov- 
ered, and he invited them to purshe further 
their subterranean investigations. The base- 
ment of the billiard-hall in the eastern end of 
the building was dived into, but before the 
discovery made here is mentioned, the 
fact may be recorded that some days ago 
a representative of the Health Office visited 
this basement and framed, as the result of a very 
brief and by no means wide- reaching examina- 
tion, a report upon the condition of the five 
buildings forming the Bishop Court Hotel, 
which was published in Tux Traispuns of Jan. * 
and which will be interest as show 
difference between the methods followed 5 
Health Commissioners and those employe 
the city officials, and also between the ood — 
achieved by each. The report was as follows: 

“No. 511 West Madison street is known as 
Bishop Court Hotel, and used in flats with many 
tenants. As far as I saw it, and there is muchof 
it, the plumbing is all right, But the sewerage 
was not. Under the billiard hall, inthe cellar 
the sewer-pipe was broken and the contents of 
the water-closets from above were i 
over the floor, thereby causing a bad smoll 
place is in a horribly filthy condition.“ 

THE JANITOR EXPLAINED 

that after the Health Officer’scall a sewer- 
builder visited the place and took up the tile 
into which the stand-pipe leadi from the 
billiard-room water-closet emptied. He then 
cleaned the tile, removed the obstruction which 
was caus the trouble, replaced the tile, and 
pronou his work done. In doing it, how- 
ever, he had found it necessary to break a hole 
into the tile about six feet from the wall, and 
this be patched up with three pieces of brick 
and a dub or two of mortar. Trouble occurring 
again, the janitor removed these pieces of brick 
and mortar, and when be had accomplished what 
he was after covered the hole up with a piece of 
paper, held in position by a piece of brick u — — 
each side of it. Of course this paper- pute 
hole was spew forth a very pungent — 
of sewer-gas, and the janitor was quietly in- 
formed that a source of stench auxiliary to that 
of the catchb-box had been discovered for him. 

The next and last locality visited was a long 
row of two-story brick residences running on 
the east side of Ogden avenue, from Adams to 
Jackson streets. The first one visited was No. 
218, where it was discovered that the plumbing 
was free from trappings. The iady of the house 
stated that the catcb-basin was situated in the 
vard next door, and that only one of these com- 
modities was supplied to two of the houses. This 
basin bad been cleaned out in the spring, but 
the men who did the work were so full“ that 
they did not seem to know what they were do- 
ing. All they accomplished in the way of clean- 
the basin was to lift out a few bucketfuls 
of stuff, which they empticd — * jato the yard. 
An apology for a trap was found beneath the 
kitehen-sink, which, the lady explained. bad 
been placed the re at a time that sewer-gas was 
beni noticeable in the kitchen.

THE BREAK-UP. 


POSSIBLE EFFECTS OF THE THAW ON THE 
WATER WE DRINK. 

While Tar Tarsune Heaith Commissioners 
were preparing for their investigations yester- 
day the slushy condition of the streets suggest- 
ed to the reportorial end of the Commission the 
propriety of making a few inquiries on the pos 
sible effects on the lake water of the vast 
amount of sewage that must find its way dur- 
ing the continuance of the thaw to the lake, and 
he asked his professional companion: 

“ What, think you, will this storm in any man- 
ner affect the lake water delivered from our 
hydrants?” 

“Yes; it is quite probable that it will. At 
present the lake is frozen over far beyond the 
Crib, and there is no chance for any oxidation of 
the sewage to occur, if, inded,it ever does occur. 
Besides, the influx into the river from the 
watershed at the west and from the innumera- 
ble sewer mains greatly increases the volume of 
water in the river which, practically, as a whole 
is nothing else but sewage, and which is carried 
into the lake, necessarily so now by the high 
stage of water and the direction of the wind. 
It will reavh the Crib, and, in fact, has reached 
f the presence of surface drainage 
is a ndication. Two or three days ago 1 
found such evidence upon submitting the 
hbydrant- water to a microscopic examination.” 

PERFORATED SEWER-CAPS. 

“Well, Doctor, this state of things is evidently 
bad enough; now tell me what you think of the 
perforated sewer-caps, or man- hole covers, 
over the street mains. Do you consider them 
beneficial or dangerous?’ 

As a matter uf fact, before these perforated 
caps were placed, it was a common thing to hear 
of sewer-gas pervading the atmospbere of a 
house, even into the upper apartments 
through 98 of the most improv ed 
order, and in such quantities, too, that 
in one or more instances a lighted taper 
placed over the water-closet seat was followed 
by a slight explosive noise and a flash of light 
evidentiy caused by theignition of the guses. 
These gases would bubble through the most im- 
proved trap. But since these perforated caps 
were placed, and the closed-covers removed, 
this thing has not happened. Of course such an 
occurrenee was caused by the pressure of the 
gasos in the street mains, and only in such places 
as where the house sewerage, is to say, the

This increase in temperature also carries it 
higher up above the ground, and this too in 
greater volume; it is this vapor, often times 
smelling badly, that so many claim to see, and 
seeing it, pronounce it to be sewer gas.’

FIRE-ESCAPPS NEEDED. 

The report of the Factory and Workshop In- 
spectors will be finished in a few days, and will 
be a complete and comprehensive statistical 
document. There have been but ten new fire- 
escapes put on buildings in this city during the 
past fourteen months, though over 700 more are 
needed on high buildings. As an evidence of 
how some of the factories are protected, it 
might be stated that the billiard-tabie factory, 
corner of North Water and Rush streets, where 
225 men are employed, has two stairways from 
the first to the third floor and one from the 
third to the sixth. A large proportion of the 
men work on the upper floors. 

The Suge & Beiersdortf Furniture Company 
bas a place on Canal street, with a workshop on 
the fifth floor, where from thirty-five to forty 
men are employed. lu case of a fire their mode 
of escape is through a stgircase two and a Bult 
to three feet wide in the rear end of the build- 
ing.

There are thirty-two grain 
elevators in the city, immense structures as to 
hight especially, where men are employed on 
the top floors, with no fire-escape. The few 
buildings named are but samples of hundreds 
in whicb the lives of thousands upon thousands 
of workingmen, women, boys, and giris are 
daily jeopardized, and for which the Building 
Department is responsibie, as it has the power 
to compe! the erection of fire-escapes wherever 
they are necessary tor the safety of the lives of 
the inmates.

ANOTHER SUICIDE. 

Douglas B. Burnett, or “Dug,” as he was 
familiarly called, a telegraph operator occupy- 
ing Room 18 of the Olympic Theatre Building, 
attempted suicide at 7:40 last evening by shoot- 
ing himself through the head with a large-cali- 
bre révolver. The bullet entered at the right 
temple, and, passing obliquely through the head, 
came out on the forehead near the left temple. 
The report was heard by C. F. Brown, the occu- 

nt of an adjoining room, who had been in 
urnett’s company up to within fifteen minutes 
of the suicidalact. Rush into Burnett's room, 
he found him lying on the floor unconscious, 
and bleeding profusely from a wound in the 
head. Several physicians were summoned, but 
they could afford no hope, as the wound was 
considered a fatal one. The patient was put 
into bed, and was found there locked into the 
room alone some time later by some operators 
from the American Union office. They were 
highly indignant at this sort of treatment, and 
summoned another doctor, who was at the dying 
man's bedside at lo'clock this morning. The 
suicide left a note to his brother, in 
care of his room- mate, Mr. Bar- 
clay, an employé of the American Union. 
In this he intimates his intent and 
neaths some pawn-tickets and other papers 
to his friends. Burnett is about #® mee of age, 
and hails from Canada, and one of his brothers 
is manager of the Buffalo office of the Dominion 
Telegraph Company.

Twenty years ago the slavery question in the 
United States seemed about as difficult of settle- 
ment as the land question now does in Great 


Britain. 

There were two parties in this country whose 
opinions on the question were diametrically op- 
posed to each other. The slaveholders regarded 
the negroes as their property, and demanded the 
right of protection for such property in any of 
the United States or Territories where they 
chose to take them. The Abolition party de- 
nied the right of property in men, and demanded 
that the siaves be emancipated, without even 
compensating the slavehoiders for the losses 
they would thus sustain. A few men of sound 
judgment proposed that the United States Gov- 
ernment should purchase these siaves at a fair 
compensation and free them. There were at 
that time about 4,000,000 elaves in this country, 
inciudiug men, women, and children. At a value 
of $500 each, which was considered a fair valua- 
uon, the aggregate cost to the Government to 

urchase the entire number would have deen 

000,000,000; at $1,000 each, the highest esti- 
mated valuation, the aggregate cost would have 
been A. 0. 00.000. * 

Neither the siavebolders nor the Abolitionists 
would listen for a moment to such a plan of set- 
tlement of the slavery question. Neither would 
the people of the North, who were to be taxed 
to pay fur the slaves, sanction suen a scheme. 
The question was finally settled by war. The 
siaveholders lost their slaves, receiving not the 
slightest compensation for them. About a mill- 
ion of white men, in whose veins tlowed the 
best blood of the N ation, were siaughtered, and 
8238 of millions ot property were destroyed 

the War. 
rtions of the Southern States were 

devasted, rich plantations despoiled, and costly 
mansions ruined. Broken bearts were found in 
almost every bousehold in the Nation. The War 
cost the peopie about $#,000,000,000, fully twice 
the higbest umount estimated which they pro- 
posed to use for the purchase of the slaves. A 
debt of $2,000,000,000 is still hanging over the 

ple,—an amount sufficient to have giveu the 
siaveholders a fair compensation for every slave 
they owned, and sectional batred is still preva- 
lent over both Norta and South. 

Do not these facts go to show that the true 
way to huve settled the slavery question would 
bave been for the Government to have pur- 
chased the slaves and ancipated them? 

Should not Euglish statesmen learn wisdom 
from these facts? la there not a strong analogy 
between the Irish land question and American 
slavery? Do not the landiords claim the right 
to monopolize the land and to compel their ten- 
ants to give them the largest share of the prod- 
ucts of the land, although they are obtained by 
the labor of the tenants? On the other hand. do 
not the tenants claim that the land is the gift of 
God to the whole people, and thut it is wrong for 
a.tew to monopolize it all? Do they not justly 
question the tities by which the iandlords come 
in possession of those vast estates? Have not 
those tenants and their ancestors for gen- 
erations labored long and 
endured ae and 
the landlords ave in an 
luxury ou the products of their labor? Are not 
most of the present tenants in poverty and on 
the verge of starvation, with little prospect of 
anything better in store for them in the future? 
Has it not become a question of life or death 
with many of them, and bave they not come to 
the conclusion that they might as well die fight- 

as to die siarving? 

e bave seen it stated that it cost the English 
Government $100,000 to secure Mr. Boycott’s 
— enT times more than those crops were 
worth. Will it bea profitable enterprise for 
the English Government to harvest the crops of 
many English tandiords at this expensive rate? 

Would not this money be more profitably in- 
vested by purchasing these lands and selling 
them for fair compensation te the tenants? 

Will net the policy of coercion cost the people 
of Great Britain more than it would to pur- 
chase and sell these lands to the tenants at such 
rates as they could afford to pay for them? 

Is there not danger, if coercion is attempted 
by a resort to military force, that the landiords,,. 
like the slaveholders, may lose their property, 
and many Of them their lives? Will the land 
question be settled even if coercion is apparent- 
ly successful? What if the popular sentiment 
in d and Scotland should also be given to 
the tenants? Would not such a result eu- 
danger not only the lives and property of the 
landiords, but seriously endanger the English 
Government also? 

in view of all these contingencies, does not 
your great know) ande 24 in public 
affairs suggest that purchase these lands 
by the Government and its sale to the tenants 
will be the wisest policy for the English Govern- 
ment to pursue in adjusting the Irish land 
question? Trusting that you may be guided by 
an inspired wisdom and wise counseis, | am most 
respectfully yours, PETER COOPER.

The mavager of that 
Company in London has a cousin occupying ano 
inferior position in an agency office in this city, 
ar: the street talk is that this young man is 
fiShing for reinsurance offers from city com- 
panies for the purpose of securing a job for 
himself when the stranger arrives. The 
proposal, if genuine, excites only laugh- 
ter and disgust among English offices in 
this city. Any solid English company coming 
here and assuming the risks of a worn-out 
American company would inevitably step into a 
los business. The chance of profit upona 
new business for the first year would be excei- 
lent, but the average of loss on an old business 
would prove a poor investment for a newcomer. 
A tyro in underwriting 2 know better than 
to seek such a connection by pubiic advertise- 
ment. A paying business would be sought 
rather than offered in this way.

Criticiem of Mis Action in the House 
of Commons—* Parliament Saved ”— 
Gladstone in the Character of the 
Man of Blood and Iron—RHeport of the 
Land Retorm Commission. 

Lonpvon, Feb. 5.—Under the pressure of events 


Mr. Gladstone has found himself compelled to 


adopt the policy of Bismarck. Whatever may 
be thought of the legality of the Speaker's so- 
called coup d'état, there are scarcely two 
opinions asto its necessity. Though the Irish 


members claim to have acted within the limits 


of their rights, they now frankly admit that the 


Government was compelled in self-defense to 


break down the opposition which brought the 
work of the Government to a standstill, and say 


that though the Speaker's act was illegal, it was 


necessary. The English organs of liberal opinion 
admit that the act wasa usurpation. The Daily 
News says: “ The Speaker acted on his own re- 
sponsibility. So Napoleon III. declared that, in 
setting aside the Constitution which he had 
sworn to obey, he acted on his own res bil- 
ity and from a sense of his duty to ce.”" 
The Spectator calls it a coup d'état” and “a 
revolution in 3 1 —— ain 
the Speaker thereby say al ament itself.” 
From the first the result of © was a 
foregone conclusion. The torty members 
could not hope to be allowed permanently to 
override the will of their 500 English and Scotch 
colleagues, the more so as they could not ciaim 
even a majority of the representatives of Ire 
l . Thechange is not without its value to 
Ireland. It was made to secure the passage of 
the Coercion bill, but it places in the 
hands of the Government the power to carry 
any remedial measures of land-reform which the 
Ministry may decide on offering. The Irish 
people and the Irish party themselves are con- 
vinced of this fact.

tion to coercion was based on a fear that, co- 
ercion pure and simple became a law, the whole 
force of the Tory party in Parliament would 
have been used to obstruct the passage of the 
Land bill.

Atkinson, of Boston, iu this city as an advocate 
of the mutual system of fire insurance, upon 
the plan of the Mill-M utuals, so well known in 
New England, Mr. Atkinson is President of the 
Mahufacturers’ Mutual, of Massachusetts, the 


which almost invariably takes the common- 
sense view of any subject, is unwittingly wrong 
in its views as intimated upon the proposed law 
“to reduce interest in this State to 6 per cent, 
and I fear where it really would do us a good 
itmay by its strong influence do a harm. if- 
interest mots me to appeal to you, 
and in so doing I believe I represent also the 
apprehensions of many hundred, and even 
thousand farmers who will keep silent because 
they know not how to make themselves heard. 
A few years ago 1 foolishly, perhaps, but like 
nineteen-twentieths of the farming class in 
Eastern Illinois, ran too heavily into debt in 
buying too much land. We have struggied along. 
and for the last three years have been slowly 
getting ahead, and have already commenced to 
pay our mortgages, which we owe to Eastern 
capitalists, but we cannot pay farther than we 
can earn the money. Our mortgages ure com- 
ing due constantly, and these creditors have 
given us to understand that they will let us 
work out and have extensions long enough to 
enable us to do it. We can pay 7 per cent, and 
are willing to do it until we can pay all up: but 
we do not wish our State to forbid us to make 
such an agreement as is satisfactory when we 
must make some kind of an agreement, as our 
loans become due, for we cannot pay if the 
principal is demanded when due. If this out- 
side capital should refuse to take 6 per cent, and 
notify us to pay, it would bring despair to many 
a struggli farmer, who, if left alone, will pay 
up. Lowe $2,000 on my 100 acres. I am willing 
and can afford to pay 7 per cent, and will get 
out. 1 would like to save 1 per cent, or $20 per 
year; but it, in July, my loan is due and I am 
told 1 must pay, because the loan forbids 
my creditor and myself to agree upon 7 per 
cent, what am I to do? The $20 would be a 
trifle in such a case. There is a clause in the 
mortgage I gave. and it is in every note, that 
saysit dau run after due at 8 percent. Now, 
when July comes,and the law forbids me to 
make a new mortgage with anybody else at 
over 6 per cent, and I cannot get moncy at that, 
my creditor will say, If you cannot pay then the 
mor must run at 8 per cent after it is due. 
I don't know how much money there is yet out 
on these farms, but it must be many millions to 
udge from Coles County. We ber of THe 
‘RIBUNE, and our members of the Legislature 
who are trying to do us good, to just let us alone. 
ney is so plenty we can get it at what we can 
afford to pay, even if it is not as cheap as we 
wish it was, but don't, we beg of you, stir up 
trouble now when we are paying our mortgages, 
and it we can have time will pay all. 

We have taken cure of ourselves in worse 
times than these. and believe we are capable of 
making contracts yet that we can stand; but 
don’t tie our hands just as we begin to see free- 
dom. When we are out of debt, or being in 
debt can pay at sight, then we can afford to talk 
back to money-lenders; but, when every other 
farm on the lIilinois Central Railroad is still 
under mor e, don't put any chip on our 
suoulders so long as we are not being im 
upon. , One INTERESTED. 
{If Indiana and Illinois reduce the legal rate 
of interest to 6 per cent, where will the money- 
lenders find good borrowers ata higher rate of 
interest? The Ohio rate is 6 per cent, and farm- 
ers find no difficulty in getting all the money 
they need at that rate. It will be the same in 
lilinois, notwithstanding the fears of our scared 
correspondent. The money market is settling 
down to a s per cent rate of interest on real-

The point is ‘made freely just now on the fact 
that much larger quantities of wheat are afloat 
from the Pacific Coast for Europe than age afloat 
from Atlantic ports. The fact ought to be im- 
portantiy modified im order to represent 
the relative importance of its com- 
ponents. Multiply into eight the two 
weeks that our grain is afloat for Europe, and 
the result will compare on terms of equality 
witb the four months that the Californian grain 
is “in sight.” The Atlantic ports would not then 
seem to be at a serious dis advantage, even in 
the least favorable part of the year. 

Some of the gentiemen on "Change who are 
not asking for a change in the inspection, say 
that the great fight is on polished or “ Buffalo” 
grain. They say that certain receivers are 
“mad” because the inspectors will not admit 
polished grain on equal terms with that which 
has not been put through a scouring mill. There 
is no good reason to find fault with diserimina- 
tion againet grain which has becn scoured to 
make it appear brighter than it otherwise 
would be. 

For the other side it may be urged that only 
one irregularity in the inspection occurred 
under Board of Trade management, and that 
was promptly investigated, while the false bot- 
toms to certain wheat bins, and the inspection 
of “corn” in beats loaded with stone were 
items of history under State management. 

The Iowa Falls Sentinel says: “ We were told 
by a trustworthy citizen last week that he bad 
given coal and corn a fair test as to their rela- 
tive value and economy for fuel. Four dollars’

Dupee, who are now the attorneys for the de- 
fendants, Doggett, Bassett & Hills. were her sole 
legal advisers, Some time in April, 1878, Mr. 
Hiteheock told her that the new firm of Dog- 
gett, Bassett & Hills was in financial trouble 
and had organized a joint stock company, that 
many legal questions would soon arise in which 
the interest of Hills and Cram would be different 
from hers, and she ought to select a 
viser who was not connected as he 
was with Hills and Cram. He closed with 
a statement that he was feeling the delicacy 
of his position, and asked her to relieve 
him. She denies that she was acquainted with 
the dissolution of the old and the formation of 
the new firm, as is claimed by the defendants, 
s00n after those events occurred, though she 
does not Know what information may have been 
given to her attorneys or to Mr. Oram, who for 
some thneactedas her agent. She objected to 
the payment of $52,000 to Mr. H. D. Bassett, his 
share of the old firm, but it was paid to him in 
January, 1877, and then loaned to the new firm. 
About this time she received another letter 
from her attorney. Mr. Hitcheovk, in which he 
intimated that Mr. Bassett was becoming very 
persistent in his exactions as to having bis in- 
terest in the firm paid him. and suggesting that 
she should have a confidential adviser in the 
frm. About six months after this, and 
in July, 1877, Mrs. Doggett received an- 
other letter from Mr. Hitchcock, kindly sym- 
patbizi with her distress over her busi- 
ness affairs, but giving her some very 
poor consolation as to her legal rights. He ad- 
vised her that she could not help herself it Mr. 
Bassett chose to pay himself in full, that the old 
firm was dissolved, and the surviving partners 
would pay the partnership debts in what order 
they pleased, without let or hindranee. In 
another letter a little later Mr. Hitchcock 
avowed reat interest in the new firm and 
Mr. Cram, and strongly dissuaded her from chal- 
lenging controversy with the former partuers, 
as she would thereby sacrifice her interest, or 
from antagonizing them or attempting to take 
sides and enforce her rights. He delicately ad- 
mitted he did not sympathize with the tone of 
her letters, and at the same time threw in agood 
word for Messrs. Cram and Hus. Fearing that 
there might be some truth in Mr itchceck’s 
rognostications, Mrs. gett s she has 
n restrained from bringing the conduct of 
the 2—— matters by the partners under 
legal investigation until the evils threatened 
seem almost to have came to pass. 

On the part of the defendants, Mr. Dupee read 
the answer, the afiidavit of Mr. Hitchcock, ex- 
plaining his conduct in what seemed to be his 

m as counsel for both sides, and that of 

r. C. H. Cram, containing the copy of a letter 
he had written Mrs. Doggett while she was in 
Europe. 

Mr. Pike then opened the iments. He in- 
sisted, first, that an un reasonable length of time, 
over ve years, bad elapsed without any ac- 
count baving been given or final settlement 
made. Second, that the resident surviving part- 
ners, if not insolvent, about which there seemed 
to be some question, had never denied that they 
were not. Their answer was evasive, shifting, 
and skirking. Either they were insolvent, and 
could not ey, or had fraudulently coi- 
lected the debfs and refuted to pay. if 
they were insoivent a Receiver ought certainly 
to be appointed, and if they had been acting 
fraudulentiv then a Receiver should be appoint- 
ed. They could take either horn of the di- 
lema they chose. In any event their conduct 
bad beet such as to warrant the lack of confi- 
dence shown by Mrs. Doggett in their business 
judement. Mr. Pike did not get through, but 
will resume his arguments this morning, and the 
case will probably occupy all day. ‘ 


CHICAGO RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION 
COMPANY. 

Yesterday a petition was filed in the Superior 
Court by Robert H. Bulkley, claiming to ect as 
Receiver of the Chicago Railway Construction 
Company, by which the Court was asked 
to grant a restrainin order upon the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad Company, A. 
O. Marshall, M. D. Buchanan, and other parties 
against taking further proceeding in a certain 
suit pending in Will County Circuit Court, in 
which one Henry R. Pohl was recently appojnt- 
ed Receiver of the Construction Company. e 
Will County Circuit Court in the preceedings in 
question aiso entered an erder dissolving the 
Construction Company. Charges of collusion 
are freely made against the parties, and the 
petition sets out at great length the course of 
the Ulinois River Raliroad litigation, of which 
the public are rapidly becoming surfeited.

RICH AND POOR. 


New Senators and Rien Ones—Corpeo- 
rate Civilizations — Vehmic Oourts — 


True Kings. 

BY ELTCHI. 

Politics become a proſession—a business—as 
what we cali “ civilization” grows. In the town 
meetings of New England, and in the village 
“Mir” of Russia, it is not a business; there 
every man may speak and vote, and the best 
man is pretty sure to carry the day; both char- 
acter and talent have weight. The purse now 
settles elections in England. and the richest man 
in these United States makes the best running. 
A Parliamentary election in England is said to 
cost to the winning man a mater of 850,000. 
often more; but no poor man is in, or can get 
into, the House of Commons. If he could get in 
he is powerless, unless backed by some peculiar 
influence, as O'Connell was. Disraeli was 
obliged to have money to hold his own; and to 
get it he married a woman much older than him- 
self. With her money he could hold his place 
and make himself the leader of the Tories; and 
he did it, and she with ber money belped him. 

In New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania 
money has been used to advantage in poli- 
tics. coy our years ago Curtis Noyes told 
moe he was offered the post of United States Sen- 
ator from New York by an influential lobbyist 
for $25,000. 

Morgan, wifo was Governor and Senator for 
that State, was a rich and able man; but nobody 
I nave talked with doubted the power of his 
money, Whatever they may have thought of his 
ability. The same be said, and is said, and 
is believed as to Gov. Fish. 

Fernando Wood got his political place be- 
cause he had some brains, but more money. 
Belmont bought bis place in the Democratic 

marty, brains or no brains. and got so high under 

uchanan as to be sent Minister to The Hague 
—not a very towering place for so much money 
certainly. 

in New Jersey the Stocktons had more money 
than brains, and they were both Senators—the 
elder Stockton as long as he chose to be. 

In Pennsylvania the two Camerons had money 
certainly, and have it yet, and they have held 
and controlled the United States Senate places 
in the hollow of their hands now these many 
years, and who can take them away? 

What we see at the present moment is this: 
Mr. Oliver, an active, strong, rich iron-master 
of Pittsburg, jumps into the arena with a bag of 
shekeis, and is likely to carry the voters by 
storm. He has had no political experience, bas 
no special political backing, no one knows that 
he has any political purposes or principles; and 
yet be woes into the ght stronger than the old- 
est and ablest statesman there, Mr. Grow; and 
be will beat him, if be does beat bim, simply with 
bis cash. Mr. Grow'’s friends are making a 
sturdy fight, but it seems hopeless. That sturdy 
fight may, however, force another candidate, 
not Grow, into the place of Mr. Oliver. Weshail 


a New England money has not been so plainly 
a power iu polities as further West, and it is not 
yet, as we see in the recent election to the Sen- 
ate in Connecticut of Mr. Hawiey, who has got to 
the place by ability, character, and industry, got 
by wry But they are learning in Connecti- 
og and William H. um can them how 
to 11. 

We cannot touch upon all the cases to illus- 
trate the point, which is this: That the Senate 
must be, and will be, a club of rich men. 

But the Pacific State sare eminent examples of 
the power of money in politics. California and 
Nevada are owned and run be a few rich men. 
Sharon and Jones were rich men, and Senators 
pure and simpie. Whether men of ability or 
not one hardly knows; it seems plain with both 
that bullion stands first, braius second. The new 
Senator from Nevada just elected is Fair—an 
admirable mine manager we can well believe, 
but what more who can say? An irish-burn 
man, now G years old, and owning forty-five 
millions—one million for each precious year. 
Whocan doubt he will be a heavy man in the 
Senate of these United States? Miller, too, 
comes from the Pacific.and we hear that be is 
riee. Notbing more? Among the new and com- 
ing Senators are Camden, of West Virginia, and 
Newell, of New Jersey. Just how heavy their 
—— are we are not yet informed: but they 

th come in with railroads behind them, and 
we know well that they are as heavy as gold. 

It is doubted whether there is one poor man 
in the Senate to-day,—that is, one man who bas 
to earn his living by the work he does. We see 
too clearly that each day the power of the capi- 
talist becomes more potent. Now and then a 
dark horse slips In between the money-bags, 
like Conger in Michigan, but these are excep- 
tions, and they are not likely to be heavy men. 
The ee ae of ‘the Senate and the numbers, 
too, must rich or must represent wealth. 

The power of money in politics is everywhere 
asserting itself, and it is irresistible. Every 


,legisiator needs money. and must have it, and 


money knows how to get into the pockets and 
sonis of the men who want “it badly”: every 
legislator wants an ample private property. and 
he must get it as he can get it. Ho does, he will. 
Capital, then, must rule the country completely. 
and its rule cannot be far off. Ihe time was 
when the Democracy was jealous of wealth. 
Jefferson and the makers of the Constitution 
tried to secure the workmen in their political 
power by making the place of legisiator a sal- 
aried place, so that any workman, any non-cap- 
italist micht bold it; for a while it has been so, 
but the day is past. No man not a capitalist 
need go to Washington expecting to be a power 
hereafter. Some may doubt, some may lament, 
but it seems inevitable. 

The sons of rich men cannot all of them be 
content to Shoot pigeons, drive coaches, and 
seduce barmaids ; now and then one must wish 
to assert himself, and scem to be (if he is not) a 
man among men. We see signs of this in that 
such youths as Smith of Chicago, Belmont and 
Astor of New York, are being run for political 
places, and they will soon learn the ways of get- 
ting elected. 

o party will object to them—not the Demo- 
cratic--if they will pay enough. Of course they 
willwhen they know enough. Even the New 
—— Sun approves of these young millionaires. 

t Says: 

“A kindof young men who have inherited 
large or sufficient fortunes has therefore grown 
up, and is yearly increasing; and it is a class 
which means to keep its money. where it has con- 
trol over the disposition of its capital. It has 
very conservative ideas about weaith, and very 
keen appreciation of the advantage thereof. 
Inherited fortunes are becoming so numerous 
that young men are taking them asa matter of 
course, and ure getting someof the views of life 
whieh are a in the socicty of older countries, 
long accustomed to the permanency of riches.” 

Just what views tbe Sum may mean we can 
only guess, but this may be one, the few are 
destined hy a good God to enjoy the pleasures and 
wealth of life, the many to work and enjoy the pov- 
erty and suffering of life. 

It is a pleasing and popular theory of life,—if 
one can be rich. 

The legisiation we areto expect is that which will 


protect, extend, and concentrate weglth. it is 
not that the grave Senators ‘and supe- 
rior Slators can see behind or before their 


bonds and their stocks, their shops and fac- 
tories. They must in this country consent to do 
as men bave done in England,—convert a sturdy 
out-of-door Germany into a squalid proletariat, 
living bived like bees in tenement-Houses, one 
family toeach room, as they do by thousands 
there,—as they do already by thousands in New 
York. It is almost im ble for any sort of 
lewisiation not favored the great capitalists 
to be got through any Legislature or through 
Congress.

biguity or hiatus in the Constitution, the Demo- 
cratic party, although ever since in power, has 
failed to propose any plan or adopt any scheme 
by which danger in the future may be avoided. 

Its evident purpose was to hold the question 
oven, so that in the event of a close election it 
might avail itself of any technicality whereby a 
Democratic candidate might be declared elected. 

Just what the best method is for the election 
of a President is not settied with any degree of 
unanimity. 

Every plan proposed seems to have its objec- 
tions. ere ate very serious objections to the 
present system. It is unfortunate that the elec- 
tion should depend on the result in one city 
alone, as in New York in. 1880. For years the 
people of this country, as each election ap- 
proached, speculated on the probable 8 
the Dem ts would — out of Now Yo 
City with, As if upon the degree of traud perpe- 
trated there . — dependent the selection of the 
Chief Magistrate for four years. 

By the prevention of ud in that city last 
year the peopie of this country were enabled to 
secure their choice. 

Another objection to the present system is 
that larre majorities jn some of the States are 
practically thrown re for a majority of a 
couple of thousand in jo overcomes the ma- 

ority of 100,000 in the States of lowa and 
ansas. 
But the popular vote is in some respects ob- 
jectionabdie, for, in case of three or more canai- 
dates, it might be impossible for any one to se- 
cure a majority of all the votes, and then serious 
trouble would commente, for the people would 
never consent to an election by a ae Peay: 
There could be no practicable mode contest, 
and fraud might run riot. 
Another very serious objection to the present 
system is, that there is practically no mode of 
contest. The Constitution provides that each 
House of Congress shall be the judge of the 
election and qualifications of its members, and 
so there is a tribunal established by that instru- 
ment for all cases of doubt. But no such pro- 
vision exists with reference to Electors. 
It was insisted by the Democratic party four 
fears ago that this power existed in the two 

ouses, but the only foundation for the as- 
sumption was the clause of the Constitution 
which provides that the President of the Sen- 
ate shall, in the presence of the Senate and House 
of Representatives, open all the certificates, and 
the votes shall then be counted.“ 

This ocean? isa very feeble grant of power 
to determine the election and qualification of 
Electors. It would hardly doin a contract for 
the sale of a dog. 

The Constitution also provides that “ each 
State shall appoint in such manner as the 
lature thereof may direct a number of Electors 
equal,” ete.; but this leaves the question as to 
the qualifications all open, and there seems to 
be no provision anywhere to cover that im- 
portant question. 

Inasmuch as the Constitution of the United 
States determines the eligibility of an Elector, 
it cannot be claimed fora moment that a State 
has the power to set itself up as a tribunal to 
determine the eligibility. 

Undoubtedly each State might, under the 
foregomg power, establish a mode for contest- 
ing the election of an Elector, but as the clec- 
tion occurs in November, and the result must be 
determined prior to March 4 following, the con- 
test would be unavailing for want of time; and 
I am not aware thatany State has yet provided 
for a contest. The returns are sent to the State 
Capital, the result deciared, and that is the end 
of the matter. or 

It seems incomprehensible that, with all the 
able dawyers and statesmen who have repre- 
sented us so many years iu the Natioual Council, 
this important question should have laid around 
loose so long. 

Now it seems to me, by a fair and reasonable 
compromise many of the difficulties suggested 
may be overcome. 

One of the cardinal features of our form of 
government is that the coordinate branches 
of government shall be kept distinct,—neither 
shall trench on the powers of either of the 
others. The Constitution of Great Britian was 
not originally that way, but it bas rapidly grown 
in that direetion. Uongress sbould never have 
anything to do with the election of a President, 
directly er indirectly... The independence of. the 
Executive should be preserved, and his election 
should come from the people, unbiased by Ccn- 
gressional intluence, predilection, or interest. 
This is the theory of the Constitution, and it is 
neither wise nor practical to depart from it. Wo 
bave seen how unsatisfactory were the results 
when it was attempted. it would seem to me 
the purt of wisdom to take away from Congress 
all part or lot in the matter, and ict the Chief 
Executive be elected in some manner that will 
not expose him to be tempted by bargains witnu 
Congressmen.
